clubs

F our men from two gay clubs had 
to be rushed to San Francisco 
General Hospital (SFGH) last 
weekend after two separate inci¬ 
dents of overdosing on the drug gamma 
hydroxy butyrate acid (GHB). The in¬ 
cidents have prompted San Francisco 
health officials this week to issue new 
warnings about the dangers of the drug. 
All four of last weekend’s overdose vic¬ 
tim;were treated and released from the 
hospital’s emergency room. 

The first incident happened in the 
early morning hours last Saturday, 
August 28, at the Endup, 401 6th 
Street. Paramedics were called to as¬ 
sist two men who had overdosed on 
GHB. A witness told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that one of the men was un¬ 
conscious when he was. loaded in an 
ambulance and the second victim ap¬ 
peared agitated and was flailing his 
arms. He was strapped down on a 
stretcher with his wrists wrapped in 
hand restraints before being loaded in 
the ambulance with the first victim. 

Endup’s owner and general man¬ 
ager, Carl Hanken, told the B.A.R. that 
the second man 
had to be re¬ 
strained be¬ 
cause he bit one 
of his security 
guards on the 
arm. Hanken 
said although 
the guard was 
wearing a thick 
jacket, the 
man’s bite was 
so strong that it 

still broke his skin. “They were messy,” 
said “Fag Friday” promoter David Pe¬ 
terson, who believes the men were 
holdovers from his popular weekly 
dance club which becomes “Other 
World” at about 4 a.m. The incident 
happened at about 5:30 a.m. “I’m 
pissed off about it,” said Peterson. 
“They will never be allowed back in 
this club again. Every time an incident 
like this happens it jeopardizes the li¬ 
cense of the business. 

“They were old enough to have 
known better. One was almost 40,” 
Peterson added. He said he has a pho¬ 
tocopy of the men’s driver’s licenses 
and is considering taking legal action 
against them.

A s about 15 sign-carrying protesters 
made their way down Castro Street 
on their way to a public forum last 
Thursday, August 26, they got peo¬ 
ple’s attention. “Well, at least they have a 
cause,” commented one passerby. The forum 
at the Harvey Milk Civil Rights Academy en¬ 
titled “Heads Up: The Lowdown on Oral 
Sex” was attended by over 60 people; it was 
sponsored by the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health (DPH) and the Stop AIDS 
Project. 

The activists, mostly members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, were drawing attention to 
various opinions perhaps best summed up 
by their signs and chants, which ranged from 
the inflammatory “DPH, full of lies, they 
don’t care if queers die,” to the ubiquitous 
“HIV is a lie,” the subjective “homo sex is 
best,” and the surreal “AIDS is over.” 

The meeting was hastily scheduled fol¬ 
lowing widespread media coverage of a re¬ 
cent DPH study (see the August 19 Bay Area 
Reporter ), widely interpreted to show that 
oral sex without condoms, while not the 
riskiest of sexual activities, is not without 
risk for transmission of HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS. The purpose of the meeting 
was to provide community members an op¬ 
portunity to ask questions directly of the re¬ 
searchers, including epidemiologists Dr. 
Susan Buchbinder, of DPH, and Dr. Eric Vit- 
tinghoff, of the University of California at 
San Francisco (UCSF). 

However, the presentations seemed to

pose more questions than provide answers 
for some members of the audience, many of 
whom seemed to be looking for simple an¬ 
swers that were not available. The researchers 
frequently were forced to draw on anecdotal 
evidence and small, old studies to speculate 
about the risks of various sexual practices. 

“I didn’t learn anything today,” one par¬ 


ticipant complained. “Why can’t you get 
more people to be in the research?” 

“When the risk [being studied] is really 
low, it takes thousands and thousands of 
people and a lot of money to draw definitive 
conclusions,” Buchbinder responded. (See

Suspect In hit and run may be charged with murder

A lbert “Franco” Martin, a gay biker who 
was allegedly hit and run over by a 
man driving a stolen car during a po¬ 
lice chase in July, died from his in¬ 
juries Sunday, August 29. He was 44 years old. 

Martin was struck by a Ford Mustang at 
the intersection of Bayshore Boulevard and 
Oakdale Avenue on July 12. 

According to police reports, officers had 
been pursuing the stolen Mustang when they 
noticed the car, driving at a speed of approx¬ 
imately 50 miles per hour, skid to a sudden 
stop. At this time, the driver and passenger of 
the car sat up in the vehicle and appeared to 
motion for someone to get out of the way. Of¬ 
ficers then noticed the car accelerate over a 
“bump,” an incident which in fact was the car 
running over Martin with its right tires. It was 
then that police realized the previous skid had 
been the car’s first contact with Martin. 

Witnesses said that the suspects hit Mar¬ 
tin, whose motorcycle flew into the air and 
hit the underpass of the freeway. The sus¬ 
pects then ran him over in an attempt to flee 
the numerous police units behind them. 

The district attorney’s office has already 
charged 22-year-old Jibao Washington, the al¬ 
leged driver of the stolen vehicle, with several 
counts related to the incident, but charges will 
be upped next week to either manslaughter or 
murder, according to Inspector Ron Huber- 
man in the district attorney’s office. 


Martin is survived by his domestic part¬ 
ner Dick Manning, a committee chair of the 
San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Pride Celebration Committee board 
and a member of the Knights of Malta Mo¬ 
torcycle Club. 

“He was a fighter, and many of his doctors 
said he should have died right there on the 
street,” Manning told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Martin fought for his life for 51 days. 

“It was that second hit that killed him,” 
Manning said. “Had he just been hit he 
would be in rehabilitation right now. But be¬ 


cause they decided to run him over a second 
time he sustained major internal injuries.” 

Martin was admitted to San Francisco 
General Hospital with massive internal 
bleeding, a shattered pelvis, a ruptured 
spleen and bladder, a bruised heart and 
lungs, and 12 compound fractures. 

“Even if he had lived, he would have been 
a changed person,” said Manning. “He would

Lesser known mayoral 
candidates protest 
debate exclusion

p ed by Latina lesbian candi¬ 
date Lucrecia Bermudez and 
gay candidate Jim Reid, San 
Francisco’s “other” candidates for 
mayor have organized to protest 
their exclusion from a set of vari¬ 
ous mayoral debates featuring 
Mayor Willie Brown, former 
Mayor Frank Jordan, and former 
political consultant Clint Reilly. 
The group has planned demon¬ 
strations and issued statements in 
an attempt to be included in what 
it deems “a closed forum.” 

“We are going to get new ideas 
from a retired mayor, the incum¬ 
bent mayor, and the political con¬ 
sultant who advised them?” said a 
statement issued by Reid last 
week. “San Franciscans deserve 
better.” 

At a demonstration held dur¬ 
ing the first debate on Tuesday, 
August 31, at the Hebrew Acade¬ 
my, Bermudez was hauled away 
by police when she climbed onto 
the stage and asked to be included 
in the discussion. Television sta¬ 
tions around the city showed offi¬ 
cers forcefully dragging Bermudez 
off of the platform. 

Bermudez promptly issued a 
statement condemning the police 
behavior and the exclusion of 
other candidates from the debate. 

“Key words such as ‘working 
class,’ ‘tenants,’ ‘Latinos,’ ‘people of 
color,’ ‘Asians,’ and ‘gays and les¬ 
bians’ were never mentioned by 
the three allowed to be at the 
podium,” the statement said. 

The demonstration was 
planned in advance for Tuesday’s 
debate - sponsored by the Raoul 
Wallenberg Jewish Democratic 
Club and Richmond District De¬ 
mocratic Club - and included 
candidates Reid, Cesar Ascarrunz, 
Mark “Superbooty” O’Hara, and 
Martin Lee Eng asking for a 
chance to be heard. Only 
Bermudez approached the stage. 

Bermudez said she will also be 
at the next debate - sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters and 
the Hispanic Chamber of Com-

merce on September 8 at Mission 
High School at 5:45 p.m.- “de¬ 
manding inclusion for women, 
workers, people of color, immi¬ 
grants, and the LGBT [lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender] 
community.” 

Reid said that since there are 
14 candidates in the mayor’s race, 
limiting debates to three people 
from that pool is both unfair and 
unproductive. 

“The sponsors of these debates 
would like you to believe that the 
three ‘big guys’ are the only choic¬ 
es you have,” Reid told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “That’s just not 
true.” 

Ellen Elliott, co-chair of the 
debate sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters, agreed that 
other candidates need to be 
heard. 

“Unfortunately it isn’t possible 
to have a substantive debate with 


14 candidates,” Elliott told the 
B.A.R. “We invite the candidates 
that, according to independent 
polls, have the best chance of 
winning.” 

Elliott said that in an effort to 
include the other candidates, the 
League is in the process of coor¬ 
dinating a 14-candidate debate to 
be aired on cable television. 

“Other candidates often raise 
very important issues that leading 
candidates don’t even touch,” she 
said. 

Bermudez said in light of 
these statements, she should be 
included in the upcoming debate 
at Mission High School. 

“If they really believe we’re 
important, the first step they 
should take is to change the de¬ 
bate,” Bermudez told the B.A.R. 
“These promises of a separate 
event do not make a democracy, 
actions do.” ▼

Destination Foundation is a 
new nonprofit organization that 
provides trips to members of the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community who 
have life-threatening illnesses.

One man used his trip to scatter 
his partner’s ashes in Hawaii. 

To further its ability to grant 
dream vacations, the foundation 
will hold a “Spin for Dreams” 
fundraising party on Saturday, 
September 25, from 9 a.m. until 2 
p.m. at Crunch Fitness, 1000 Van 
Ness Avenue, in San Francisco. 


The registration deadline is this 
Monday, September 6. 

The Spinathon will entail a 
simulated all-terrain bike ride to 
music, complimentary massages, 
and a chance to win prizes such as 
free Crunch memberships. 

To register, participants should 
gather their friends to form a 
team, whose members will take 
turns riding the 4-hour course. 
Teams of two must raise $300, 
teams of three must raise $450, 
and teams of four should raise at 
least $600. All of the proceeds will 
go toward making a person’s 
dream trip come true. 

The trips are intended to give 
sick people and their loved ones a 
chance to take their dream vaca¬ 
tions, but not every trip has to be 
a “dying wish,” according to Des¬ 
tination Foundation President 
Tim Hepworth.

“Each adventure let 
him temporarily escape his illness 
and take a hiatus from doctors 
and clinics.” 

Hepworth said it was the heal¬ 
ing power of these trips that 
sparked the creation of Destina¬ 
tion Foundation when Poole 
passed away. Destination Founda¬ 
tion’s first fundraiser, held in 
April, raised over $25,000. ▼

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No on Knight takes aim

'' he key to passing or defeat¬ 

ing the Knight initiative, 
M Proposition 819 on the 
March 7, 2000 ballot, seems to be 
about spinning a simple, positive 
message and selling it to “per¬ 
suadable” voters. 

Many statewide propositions 
have been defeated in California 
by labeling them “confusing” or 
misleading. However, on its face, 
the 14-word Knight initiative, also 
known as the Definition of Mar¬ 
riage initiative, is anything but 
confusing. 

“Only marriage between a 
man and a woman is valid or rec¬ 
ognized in California,” reads the 
proposition. Period. 

The “No on Knight” cam¬ 
paign’s internal polls, commis¬ 
sioned by the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion last spring and donated to the 
No on Knight campaign, found 
that of 1,200 likely primary voters, 
81 percent felt that it was “wrong 
to discriminate on the basis of 
sexual orientation,” but 56 percent 
also said that they favored the 
Knight initiative, with 40 percent 
saying they were opposed.

“In five months, we have to get 
3.2 million votes. The polling says, 
off the top, we get 2 million votes,” 
Mike Marshall, campaign manager 
for the Californians for Fairness, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. Califor¬ 
nians for Fairness is the statewide 
No on Knight campaign. 

“This is not about legalizing 
same-sex marriage. This is a ban 
on something that doesn’t exist. 
It’s divisive, it’s intrusive, it’s un¬ 
fair,” said Marshall. “Our polling 
shows we have to have a conserv¬ 


ative message: ‘You don’t have to 
be in favor of gay marriage to op¬ 
pose the Knight initiative.’” 

Cheryl Deaner, executive di¬ 
rector of All Our Families Coali¬ 
tion, worries that, unlike previous 
gay-related statewide battles, No 
on Knight could have a tough 
time selling its message. “When 
we were dealing with Briggs (the 
defeated 1978 measure which 
would have banned gay teachers), 
it was about the right to work, so 
it was much easier. It was linear 
and intellectual,” Deaner told the 
B.A.R. “But with Knight, it’s about 
kids and families, and it’s much 
different. You may agree that gays 
and lesbians deserve rights, but 
would you trust them with your 
kids? It’s going to be a challenge 
for the campaign.” 

Win or lose, all agree that 
Proposition 819 will be a water¬ 
shed event in the annals of gay 
rights. “In the 29 states where this 
has passed by legislative action, 
they are using it in the. courts to 
overturn gay rights,” said Marshall. 

Marshall said that, although his 
campaign has raised $800,000 to 
date - nearly as much as the 
Knight forces, $5 million more 
will be needed to launch an effec-

hen politicians are indi¬ 
rectly linked to anti-gay 
ballot initiatives, does 
that make them enemies of the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
(LGBT) community? 

On August 16, the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club issued a strong state¬ 
ment against mayoral candidate 
Clint Reilly for employing Bagate- 
los 8c Fadem, the law firm that 
represents proponents of the 
Knight initiative, a ballot measure 
slated for the March 2000 ballot 
that would forbid the recognition 
of same-sex marriages in Califor¬ 
nia. 

“Pete Knight is the Anita 
Bryant of the 1990s,” the Toklas 
statement said, referring to ho¬ 
mophobic state Senator Pete 
Knight (R-Palmdale). “If Clint 
Reilly can’t make that distinction 
then he certainly shouldn’t be 
coming to the gay and lesbian 
community for support.” 

Since the Toklas statement 
emerged, a debate has erupted 
over what constitutes a “gay- 
friendly” candidate and whether a 
group with close ties to specific 
candidates can make objective 
statements about political issues. 

Jay Bagi, a Reilly supporter, 
said that because key Toklas Club 
members have employment ties 
to Brown, the club’s statement was 
unfairly slanted. 

“There’s a conflict of interest 
here, and it undermines the club’s 
credibility,” Bagi told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Toklas Co-chair Esther Lee 
called Bagi’s criticism “goofy.” 

“Our opinions shouldn’t be in¬ 
valid just because we’re support¬ 
ing one candidate,” Lee told the 
B.A.R., adding that of the club’s 
30 board members, only three 
work for the city. The Toklas Club 
endorsed Brown last year. 

“We believe that by supporting 
the same law firm, Clint Reilly is 


helping to support the Knight ini¬ 
tiative,” said Lee. “That’s not what 
we call supportive of the gay com¬ 
munity.” 

Tom Pier, a spokesman for 
Reilly, said the fact that the Reilly 
campaign uses the same law firm 
as the Knight initiative campaign 
is irrelevant to Reilly’s stance on 
gay issues. 

“We’re talking about a law firm 
used by Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans alike,” said Pier, who empha¬ 
sized that the Reilly campaign en¬ 
listed Bagatelos & Fadem long be¬ 
fore the Knight initiative cam¬ 
paign hired the same firm. 

Bagatelos 8c Fadem does, in 
fact, represent other issues of im¬ 
portance to the gay community. 
The firm was hired to look over 
the language of the Sunshine ini¬ 


tiative, supported by openly gay 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano and other gay ac¬ 
tivists. 

Doug Comstock, campaign 
manager for San Franciscans for 
Sunshine, said that using Bagate¬ 
los 8c Fadem does not endorse a 
particular client of the firm. 

“Everybody uses them,” Com¬ 
stock told the B.A.R. “They’re the 
best in the business.” 

Pier said that considering these 
facts, it would only make sense for 
the Toklas Club to condemn Am¬ 
miano and other gay and gay- 
friendly politicians. 

“Clint Reilly is a clear support¬ 
er of the gay community and is 
strongly opposed to the Knight 
initiative,” said Pier. “The Toklas 
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Meet new friends while 
helping your community!

Bodfish’s death was a hate crime. 
“It was probably some local punks 
who resented the fact he was try¬ 
ing to live the way he was,” said Is¬ 
tarwood, “and that he owned that 
much property and was living in 
their precious city.” 

Istarwood said she witnessed 
Bodfish being harassed firsthand 
during the time when they were 
close friends in the 1980s. “There 
were times when he and I would 
be driving around there [Orinda] 
and some young punk types 
would come up behind us and try 
to drive us off the road,” Istar¬ 
wood told the B.A.R. 

Istarwood said the exclusive 
city of Orinda is in denial. “Those 
people up there in those bedroom 
communities don’t like to think 
they have either weirdo transgen¬ 
der people or weirdo skinhead gay 
bashers.” 

When she was formally ques¬ 
tioned by police, Istarwood said she 
was asked several questions about 


Istarwood, like Bodfish’s other 
friends, doesn’t believe his son, 
Max Wills, could have killed him. 

Wills, 33, committed suicide in 
Santa Monica hours after being 
told by his grandmother that his 
mother was dead. Bodfish, 56, was 
found bludgeoned to death in the 
living room of his modest Orinda 
home on June 30. 

“Max was hypersensitive,” said 
Istarwood. 

Orinda police Sergeant Mark 
Hale told the B.A.R. that while in¬ 
vestigators still don’t consider 
Wills a suspect in Bodfish’s mur¬ 
der, they haven’t been able to ac¬ 
count for all of Wills’s time while 
he was vacationing in Southern 
California and couldn’t rule him 
out as a potential suspect. 

Hale said investigators have 
“absolutely no evidence” that Bod¬ 
fish’s murder was a hate crime. He 
said they are continuing to investi¬ 
gate the murder in a methodical, 
careful, and thorough manner. 

Hale added that investigators 
have no reason to believe that 
Bodfish may have solicited his 
own murder or was on the verge 
of suicide at the time of his 
killing. Hale disputes Istarwood’s 
claim that she was told by investi¬ 
gators that Bodfish had recently 
purchased enough narcotics to 
kill himself. ▼ 


Hepatitis C talk Sept. 8 

Dr. Marion Peters will be the 
featured speaker at an informa¬ 
tional meeting this Wednesday, 
September 8, at Davies Medical 
Center on “Hepatitis C/HIV 
Coinfection.” 

Peters is chief of hepatology re¬ 
search at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at San Francisco, and will 
discuss recent findings concerning 
coinfection, as well as studies cur¬ 
rently under way. Research is 
being planned which will treat 
coinfected people early in their 
hepatitis C progression. 

According to Alan Franciscus 
of the Hep C Support Group, the 
meeting’s sponsor, some 40 to 60 
percent of HIV-positive people 
are coinfected with hepatitis C. 

The meeting takes place in the 
North Tower Auditorium of Davies 
Medical Center at the corner of 
Castro and Duboce streets. Refresh¬ 
ments will be served at 6 p.m.; the 
program begins at 6:30. RSVP re¬ 
quested by calling (415) 834-4100. 
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Bodfish’s nature-based Druid faith, 
including questions about human 
sacrifice. She told officers she and 
Bodfish belonged to the Reformed 
Druids of North America, an orga¬ 
nization she calls “white-bread,” 
and that human sacrifices went out 
in Roman times. “The weirdness of 
his religion seems to be their fa¬ 
vorite shtick,” said Istarwood. 

Istarwood said police told her 
that Bodfish had recently bought 
enough narcotics to kill himself 
and asked whether he may have 
ordered someone to kill him. “I 
said, okay, fine, if he were suicidal 
why wouldn’t he just take the 
drugs? He wouldn’t go hire some¬ 
body to bash his head in.” 

Istarwood said she was aware 
that Bodfish was depressed and 
said it stemmed from his lack of 
self-esteem. “I have a lot of letters 
and postcards he sent me saying 
he felt that he always had this ter¬ 
rible demon that was always try¬ 
ing to tell him what a no-good he 
was,” said Istarwood. “When I 
called and left a message on his 
machine telling him what a good 
guy he was, he said it was almost 
like an anti-demon vitamin pill 
and he said that just being held 
and looked at lovingly was thera¬ 
peutic for him.” 

Istarwood believes Bodfish’s ex¬ 
treme reclusiveness in recent years 
only made his depression worse. 

When she first met Bodfish in 
the early 1980s, Istarwood said she 
didn’t know he was transgendered. 
She said he eventually confided in 
her that he was born a woman. 
Bodfish told her that he preferred 
to be considered as “an androgy¬ 
nous male oriented” person.

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Ethical dilemmas 


' j, e were very pleased to see three re¬ 
spected Bay Area ethicists spend a 
U little over an hour talking to the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation (SFAF) 
Board of Directors last week. The ethicists 
- Michael Mendiola, Karen Lebacqz, and 
John Golenski - were candid in stating that 
SFAF will never be able to help everyone in 
San Francisco who is living with HIV/AIDS; 
however, given that not everyone can be 
helped, the ethicists provided concrete rec¬ 
ommendations for the foundation so that it 
may have a more ethical response to the 
community it serves. 

During the meeting, SFAF board mem¬ 
bers (including Chair Paul Wisotzky, and 
members Larry Colton, Anna Heath, Angela 
Padilla, Lonnie Payne, Michael Sangiacomo, 
Fred Silverman, and Russ Testa) listened at¬ 
tentively along with Executive Director Pat 
Christen as the ethicists provided defini¬ 
tions of ethics and talked about the need to 
serve people who are least able to avail 
themselves of services. 

We sincerely hope the board and staff 
members who were at last week’s meeting 
will take the ethicists’ recommendations 
and implement them; specifically, that SFAF 
needs to form an ethics committee that can 
hear all sides of the debate over resource al¬ 
location. How SFAF spends its money and 
what programs it decides to fund are criti¬ 
cal questions that raise ethical issues. If, for 
example, programs targeting communities 
of color are abandoned, like Vida y 
Movimiento was last year, SFAF needs to in¬ 
form the community and have a discussion 
about why that decision was made. It was 
brought to the board’s attention that any 
ethics panel should include community 
members, and the ethicists told the board 
that the community has a right to be heard. 

If there’s one thing we hope the board 
took seriously, it is Lebacqz’s comrnents re¬ 
garding the importance of publicly apolo¬ 


gizing for being unable to serve everyone. 
Lebacqz told the board that apologizing is 
“phenomenally important” for agencies that 
have limited resources and cannot 
help everyone who needs services. 

We look forward to the day 
when we can report that SFAF , 
has instituted an ethics commit¬ 
tee, and hope that last week’s 
meeting was the first step toward 
implementing such a panel. This does¬ 
n’t mean that money to fund the com¬ 
mittee should come from pro¬ 
gram dollars; we’re confident 
that such a committee could 
be funded with minimal dol¬ 
lars that could come from SFAF’s healthy 
reserve fund. The ethics committee would 
go a long way toward the foundation mak¬ 


ing itself more accountable to the commu¬ 
nity it serves. 

Finally, while we’re on the subject of eth¬ 
ical questions, it seems fitting that we also 
take this opportunity to clear the air 
with our readers over the erroneous 
reporting that was initially done over 
the alleged Drummerboy incident in 
July. Last week we corrected the cov¬ 
erage, and would just like to reiterate 
that Chicago resident Duncan 
x McKenzie was neither arrested nor 
charged in the alleged incident 
involving him and the former 
San Francisco Drummerboy, 
Chris Dover. We sincerely 
apologize for the mistaken coverage and like 
to pride ourselves on getting the story right 
the first time. ▼ 




Let’s focus, friends

'• or the last two and a half years the Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender, 
Queer, and Questioning (LGBTQQ) 
Task Force of the San Francisco Youth Com¬ 
mission has been working to address the 
problem of homelessness amongst LGBTQQ 
young adults in San Francisco. During this 
time, the task force has sought both funding 
and a site for a LGBTQQ-specific shelter that 
would address the particular needs of this 
highly challenged population. 

As residents and merchants have long 
been aware, the issue of homelessness in the 
Castro has been worsening in recent years. 
Homeless LGBTQQ young adults typically 
do not feel safe or respected in convention¬ 
al adult shelters, and have consequently 
sought refuge in a neighborhood that is 
known for providing a second chance for 
people who have fled prejudice, persecu¬ 
tion, or actual violence because of their sex¬ 
ual orientation and/or other factors. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the few social service programs for 
young people that the Castro currently pro¬ 
vides do not extend beyond the early 
evening, so homeless adults are left to sleep 
on the streets, in doorways of businesses, in 
the parks, or around private residences. This 
creates problems for the neighborhood as a 
whole, as well as for the young adults them¬ 
selves who may face health issues, drug 
dealers, unwanted sexual advances, invita¬ 
tions to prostitution, and sexual assault. 

To alleviate this problem during the 
worst of this year’s winter months, the city 
operated a temporary emergency shelter 
from March 11 through May 17 at the Eu¬ 
reka Valley Recreation Center (EVRC) for 
30 young adults each night. 

Although the emergency, temporary use 
of the EVRC posed a myriad of logistical 
challenges, the shelter program ran fairly 
smoothly. No fewer than 40 clients made 
substantial progress exiting homelessness, 
including finding permanent or transition¬ 
al housing, securing jobs and/or accessing 


medical and psychosocial services. The shel¬ 
ter could not have achieved this high level 
of success without the patience of the 
neighborhood, the generosity of merchants 
and individual supporters and the tireless 
efforts of over 80 dedicated volunteers, 
most of whom were from the Metropolitan 
Community Church. 

Since the end of May, residents and mer¬ 
chants have struggled with the influx of 
homeless individuals, most of whom are new 
to the area and were not participants of the 
EVRC shelter. Some of these folks have been 
rude and noisy and not a welcome addition 
to the neighborhood. I have visited 
Collingwood Park and the EVRC and 
worked with neighbors and the po¬ 
lice in an attempt to improve the sit¬ 
uation. Some wish to debate “who is 
to blame.” I believe that the reasons 
for the situation are complex and 
varied. 

Homelessness is not 
only a citywide concern 
but a national embarrass¬ 
ment. How can a nation 
of such prosperity and robust economy be 
faced with such a huge and growing home¬ 
less population? There is no simple answer. 

Out of a sincere desire to offer a possible 
solution, Supervisors Leslie Katz, Tom Am- 
miano, and I secured $250,000 in this year’s 
city budget to provide shelter and social ser¬ 
vices targeted toward the homeless LGBTQQ 
young adults in the Castro area. Simultane¬ 
ously, the new owner of the City Athletic 
Club stepped forward to offer the city use of 
his building at 2500 Market Street for up to 
two years before he renovates the space for 
his personal residence. In June, with funds 
and an offered site in hand, Supervisor Katz 
and I met with a few city department heads 
to begin crafting a broad outline of a pro¬ 
posed shelter program. The next logical step 
was to invite the neighborhood and mer¬ 
chants to a town hall meeting at the site to 
share our vision and outline of proposal. As 
expected, we were met with some strong sup¬ 
port and some strong opposition. Through 


nearly five hours of heated discussion, opin¬ 
ions and emotions were strongly shared. It 
was agreed that a second meeting would fol¬ 
low at which a citizens’ advisory committee 
(CAC) would be formed to further the de¬ 
bate of the proposal. 

While I was prepared to face opposition 
to our proposal, what has completely sur¬ 
prised me are the pronouncements of dis¬ 
trust, deceit, and suspicion. Endless hours 
and words have been spent in chastising 
“the process” which is presently unfolding 
with great participation. If we are at all to 
be successful in the face of what is un¬ 
doubtedly one of the greatest challenges be¬ 
fore us today, would it not be wiser to sin¬ 
gularly focus on our collective goal? Super¬ 
visor Katz and I are eager to hear 
of creative ideas and suggestions. 
Ours is but one. If you care to 
shoot it down, please replace it 
with a well thought out alterna¬ 
tive. I do believe that we 
are all honestly struggling 
to somehow improve the 
status quo. 

During the months of March, April, and 
May I had the opportunity and privilege to 
get to know the clients of the EVRC shelter 
program. On my way home each night, I 
stopped at MCC or the EVRC to lend a 
hand and offer an interested ear. Through 
that experience I was able to gain a renewed 
appreciation for the struggles and chal¬ 
lenges of a group of young adults whose 
hair, piercings, and wardrobes were at times 
somewhat foreign to me. What was com¬ 
pletely familiar were their joys and pains, 
hopes and fears, dreams and nightmares. 
The connections I made there completed 
my days in ways that are hard to describe. I 
can say that those visits reminded me clear¬ 
ly of why I have chosen to go forward with 
my public office. The chance to possibly 
have a positive effect on the quality of our 
lives is very enticing. I ask for your patience 
and partnership as we move forward to¬ 
gether. The strength of our harmony will 
amaze us all. T

Response toACTUP/SF 
community warning 

The “syphilis alert” featured in the August 12 B.A.R. 
was intended to inform the residents of San Francisco 
of a serious health risk. Issuing health alerts is one of 
the Department of Public Health’s responsibilities, and 
one that we take very seriously. 

Early syphilis rates have decreased dramatically in 
San Francisco and across the nation. Rates are now 
among the lowest they have ever been. For the first time 
in history, we have an opportunity to eliminate syphilis 
in San Francisco and throughout the United States. 

During the first seven months of 1999, the pro¬ 
portion of early syphilis cases among gay men in¬ 
creased to the highest levels in the past four years. The 
proportion of cases who reported being HIV-positive 
also increased significantly. For the first time, in at 
least five years, we have identified a cluster of related 
cases among gay men who report meeting the major¬ 
ity of their partners through one particular Internet 
chat room. A cluster represents a sexual network of 
transmission and is identified when syphilis patients 
name the same sexual partners or when a chain of 
transmission can be identified. Since the “alert” was 
issued last month, the cluster of early syphilis cases, 
related to meeting partners on the Internet, has in¬ 
creased from four to seven cases. The seventh case was 
recently diagnosed in Alameda County. Since more 
than 90 sexual partners were named by these seven 
individuals, we have no idea how many others may 
be infected and not know it. 

Syphilis can be easily diagnosed, treated, and 
cured. However, having syphilis can increase your risk 
of becoming infected with HIV if your are FllV-neg- 
ative and can increase your viral load if you are HIV¬ 
positive, making you much more infectious to your 
sexual partners, and damaging your immune system. 
Currently, syphilis is not endemic among gay men in 
the city. But, were it to return to the levels reported 


in the late 1970s and early 1980s, the results to the 
community could be devastating. 

All sexually active persons should be tested for 
syphilis regularly. If you think you may have been ex¬ 
posed to syphilis you need to be promptly tested and 
treated to prevent you from developing the disease. If 
you want to be checked for syphilis, you can drop in 
to City Clinic, San Francisco’s municipal STD Clinic, 
which is located at 356 7th Street (between Folsom 
and Harrison streets). Our clinic has been providing 
low cost, non-judgmental, high quality, comprehen¬ 
sive, confidential, drop-in STD services to the gay 
community for more than 40 years and our staff 
members are experts in their field of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases.

ACT UP/SF = conspiracy terrorists? 

The loudest and shrillest voices in San Francisco 
today, with the possible exception of the frightening 
re-animated corpses of the bathhouse brigade, are the 
Peter Duesberg-spawned colony of conspiracy terror¬ 
ists who believe that HIV is not a virus and that anti¬ 
retroviral medications are a plot by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and the global pharmaceutical industry to wipe 
out the gay population. 

You have to hand it to these guys. They are well-or¬ 
ganized, single-minded, and inexhaustibly zealous. 
In fact, they make the Christian Coalition 
look like a convention of paper clip manu¬ 
facturers. The handful of them who run 
ACT UP/San Francisco are so good that 
they have the poor hapless suckers at the 
SF Weekly convinced that they are a ver¬ 
sion of ACT UP gone haywire, kind of 
like an apostate sect of an organized re¬ 
ligion, or a group of intriguing but mis¬ 
guided Luddites, rather than the instiga¬ 
tors of a blatant usurpation of the AIDS Coalition to 
Unleash Power name in the guise of AIDS activism. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate, the putative bearer of the 
ACT UP standard, seems content to let ACT UP/San 
Francisco claim the propaganda advantage, sitting in 
near-invisibility on the laurels of past achievements 
and serving as a sort of venerable, harmless viral in¬ 
formation clearinghouse. Meanwhile, bold-colored 
posters, stickers, and graffiti go up all over the city pro¬ 
claiming that “AIDS is over” and that those who are de¬ 
luded that they have the virus are, in effect, even more 
marginal than they were before ACT UP/SF stuck its 
pushy nose into the picture. It’s okay for ACT UP/SF to 
peddle pot to people with HIV and use the revenue to 
foment a campaign of anti-AIDS hysteria, but as far as 
doing anything to actually help those with the virus, 
well, they don’t really have the virus in the first place 
(what they have, if they have symptoms, is the result of 
stress and inappropriate nutrition), so what’s the dif¬ 
ference? 

Then we have people like Steven Keller (Mailstrom, 
July 29), who bemoans the fact that there are a few 
more inconvenient obituaries in the B.A.R. than there 
used to be, and that there is an overabundance of un¬ 
sightly “deformed faces,” “skinny legs,” and, last but cer¬ 
tainly not least, the ultimate visual assault, “the loss of 
rear ends” in the Castro. He blames this phenomenon 
on antiretroviral medications, though, of course, he of¬ 
fers not a crumb of evidence to back this claim up, and 
he conveniently does not identify any of the drugs that 
he claims are “toxic chemicals.” 

Is this lapse possibly due to the side effects of the ig¬ 
norance that stems from blind acceptance of propa¬ 
ganda and from an over-reliance on flashy ACT UP/SF 
full-page ads and bumper sticker slogans? All the warn¬ 
ing signs are there: the melodramatic language, the 
cloying, feigned concern for “young men” with AIDS, 
the rote repetition of comatose ACT UP/SF catch- 
phrases like “We remain complacent waiting for the 
‘scientific community’ to guide us, tell us how we 
should live as gay men” and “Some day I hope that we 
will wake from this dream state most of us are in and 
start taking charge of our lives.” Sounds a lot like an 
overripe Anthony Robbins infomercial. 

Is it conceivable that the gaunt faces and sunken asses 
that Steven Keller sees are just as likely due to the cheap 
availability of speed and heroin on the streets of San 
Francisco and Oakland as to the presence of dastardly 
Glaxo Wellcome and Bristol-Myers Squibb antiretrovi¬ 
ral poisons? Every day, I see enough people with shrunk¬ 
en faces and twig-like limbs on Muni to fill a Francisco 
de Goya painting, and I am willing to wager my next 
paycheck that the majority of them are not shriveling up 
because they are enslaved to protease inhibitors. 

But my point is not to moralize against recreation¬ 
al drug use. Nor am I trying to defend the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry. Of course antiretroviral medications 
have side effects, and some of them are serious. Ac¬ 
cording to scientists, because of the accelerated ap¬ 
proval cycle that rushes new AIDS drugs to the mar¬ 
ket, 25 to 65 percent of all FDA-approved protease in¬ 
hibitors have significant side effects. Elevated triglyc¬ 
eride and cholesterol levels and chronic lipodystrophy 
are a real and growing unanticipated cost of protease

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inhibitor treatment. Nobody wants to get “crix belly,” 
to see his legs shrivel to sticks, and to grow fat deposit 
humps on his back. But how does anyone with a work¬ 
ing brain make the leap in logic from acknowledging 
that side effects happen to asserting that all medications 
prescribed to combat HIV are “toxic chemicals”? 

I have been taking two non-nucleoside analogs and 
one NNRTI every day for three and a half years, using 
the same “hit early, hit hard” approach that Keller con¬ 
demns. Unless both I and my doctors are missing some¬ 
thing more severe than occasional mild tingling in the 
soles of my feet, I have yet to see any effects from these 
drugs than exactly those which they were developed to 
produce, that is, a recurrent normal T-cell count and a 
depressed viral load. 

Is this a placebo effect? If so, it’s a placebo that’s 
working. Of course, to give the other side its due, it is es¬ 
timated that half of all people now infected with HIV, 
even if they never pop a single pill, will stay symptom- 
free for up to 10 years after the infection occurs. So, 
going on meds is definitely a calculated risk. But if you 
had a choice, and you were faced with a potentially life- 
threatening illness, would you roll the dice, or would 
you sit by and allow fate to determine your course? This 
is a question that the ACT UP/SF crowd is unwilling to 
tackle. I have made my choice, and I am living with it. 

The most disturbing element of this current wave of 
propaganda is that much of it is fueled by-white gay 
men who have their own political agenda to drive. That 
agenda has very little to do with concern about public 
health. 

It has a lot to do with a class-based sense of entitle¬ 
ment that denies the concerns of the communities hit 
hardest by HIV in the late 1990s, which are mostly mi¬ 
nority and mostly impoverished, and whose HIV-in¬ 
fected members are likely not have access to antiretro¬ 
viral drugs even if they want to try them. Those who 
have the luxury to bitch about the drugs are, in the 
main, not at all worried about whether they can pay for 
them or get their insurers to cover the expense if they 
can’t pay for them. If you ask them what they think 
about the fact that HIV has infected upwards of 1 out 
of every 4 people in Zimbabwe and South Africa, they 
stare at you as if you just crawled out of an intergalac- 
tic hovercraft. After all, what does a gay man in San 
Francisco care about what is happening iq Harare or 
Pretoria? 

The ACT UP/SF agenda also has a lot to do with a 
compulsion to rewrite history and to return to a time 
when the AIDS virus had not yet erupted and gay men 
were free to have non-stop, condom-free casual sex 
without worrying about anything worse than colon 
polyps, canker sores, and the clap. But that time, foot¬ 
loose and exhilarating though it may have been, also had 
a dark side. The “AIDS is over” propaganda machine is 
obsessed with sweeping that side under the carpet. 

That nobody of prominence in the local AIDS es¬ 
tablishment is making sure that ACT UP/SF’s campaign 
of lies is publicly and loudly rebuffed every step of the 
way is nothing short of a social policy travesty.

Yes, there is a lot to keep up with, but 
that is why we read the B.A.R. and other outlets rele¬ 
vant to our lives. 

My most recent experience with Supervisor Leno 
on the matter of protecting tenants from constructive 
evictions disputes the authors’ contentions. He 
worked diligently to make sure that the facts were be¬ 
fore the public and met on numerous occasions with 
both factions in the matter to hear their concerns and 
attempt to address their issues.

Will city officials act on shelter input? 

At the August 5 meeting discussing their proposal 
to convert the former City Athletic Club at 2500 Mar¬ 
ket Street into a 24 hour, 7 day a week drop-in shelter 
for 25-30 homeless young adults, Supervisors Leslie 
Katz and Mark Leno went on record saying they did 
not want to “impose” a solution to the homeless prob¬ 
lem on the neighborhood. Given the autocratic way 
in which they did just that by temporarily housing the 
homeless at the Eureka Valley Recreation Center, it was 
welcome news to many of us in attendance. 

However, at the follow-up meeting on August 18, 
when Supervisor Leno was asked to explain the deci- 
sion-maldng criteria that would be employed to de¬ 
termine if a solution was being imposed on the neigh¬ 
borhood, he refused to answer directly. He made it 
clear that he would listen to input from the commu¬ 
nity advisory council set up to deal with the proposal, 
but that he and his colleagues on the board were free 
to reject the council’s recommendations. Since only a 
minority of residents in the area has actively support¬ 
ed the drop-in shelter proposal thus far, it seems as 
though the supervisor is retaining the right to over¬ 
rule the majority of the neighborhood. Sounds like 
imposition to me, hidden behind political double talk. 

Strange, isn’t it, how public officials support the 
democratic process when it gets them elected into of¬ 
fice, but feel free to reject the same process when it 
does not meet the needs of a special interest group 
pushing an agenda that is detrimental to the Castro 
and that flies in the face of the wishes of a substantial 
majority of its residents. 

Then again, neither Supervisor Leno nor Supervi¬ 
sor Katz live anywhere near the proposed shelter.

Initiative pits state GOP 
House members against 
Sacramento lawmakers

n initiative headed for the 
March 2000 ballot that is 
officially sponsored by a 
taxpayers group known as Peo¬ 
ple’s Advocates, which has finan¬ 
cial backing by the California 
Republican House delegation, 
would take the power to reshape 
California’s congressional dis¬ 
tricts from the Legislature and 
hand it over to the state’s seven 
Supreme Court justices. Redis¬ 
tricting of the House districts is 
done every 10 years - after the 
census - and with Democrats 
firmly in control of both the 
Legislature and the governor’s 
office, Republicans in Congress 
are solidly behind the nationally 
watched initiative since they are 
fearful of losing their own 
seats, or even control of 
the entire U.S. House of 
Representatives in fu¬ 
ture elections. 

California House 
Republicans are 

shaking at the 

thought that 
the Sacramen¬ 
to Democrat- 
ic-controlled 
Legislature will 
reside House seats that would 
be very* favorable 16 that party, 
meaning the GOP could lose as 
many as six or eight Republican- 
held House seats. House Repub¬ 
licans are said to be ready to 
pump millions of dollars into the 
March 2000 initiative in order to 
pass the scheme drummed up by 
the taxpayers group. 

To sweeten the plan for voters, 
the initiative would also kick 
state legislators in the teeth by 
not only taking away a December 
1998 pay raise - from the previ¬ 
ous $78,624 to $99,000 annually 
- that was awarded them by the 
California Citizens Compensa¬ 
tion Commission, but would roll 
their annual salary back to a per¬ 
manent $75,000, and reduce 
their tax-free expense payments 
from its present $30,000 to no 
more than $9,000. The initiative 
would also state that any future 
raises for state lawmakers would 
have to be approved by voters. 
While $75,000 annually looks 
like a pretty good salary to most 
of us, it is not excessive consider¬ 
ing that most state legislators 
must maintain a residence of 
some kind in Sacramento as well 
as in their home districts. It 
should also be noted that the 
nonpartisan California Citizens 
Compensation Commission pur¬ 
posely declared that the higher 
salary of $99,000 was necessary 
in this era of term limits to at¬ 
tract qualified candidates who 
aren’t independently wealthy. 

Incidentally, while Republi¬ 
cans in Congress are only too 
happy to roll back the pay of 
California state lawmakers as an 
inducement to get support for a 
plan that might save their own 
political futures, the Congress it¬ 
self only recently voted them¬ 
selves a hefty pay raise. The fact 
that the California Constitution 
has long given the power of re¬ 
districting to duly elected state 
legislators seems to be of no con¬ 


cern to those Republican House 
members who have successfully 
managed to badly split their own 
party on the plan that is sure to 
qualify for the March 2000 bal¬ 
lot, pitting Republicans in the 
House against fellow GOP mem¬ 
bers serving in Sacramento. 
Hypocrisy is the name of this 
one and you can look for at least 
a couple of Republican state leg¬ 
islators to switch parties by the 
time voters act on this power¬ 
grabbing plan in March.

The next mayoral debate pit¬ 
ting Mayor Willie Brown 
against principal challengers 
Frank Jordan and Clint Reilly 

is set for this Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 8, at Mission High 
School, sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters. 
Meanwhile, I’m hear¬ 
ing that negotiations 
are about to get 
started that would 
allow for similar de¬ 
bates for the district 
attorney’s race as well. 

Speaking of 
which, the 
Alice B. Toklas 
Lesbian and 
Gay Democra¬ 
tic Club last week endorsed Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
for re-election; former longtime 
District Attorney Arlo Smith, 
who endorsed Hallinan in the 
runoff four years ago, will serve 
as a co-chair of the Steve 
Castleman for district attorney 
campaign this time around. 

What goes around: Represen¬ 
tative Bob Barr (R-Georgia), the 
homophobic, Clinton-hating, 
right wing House member who 
one reporter called “the most 
hateful SOB in Congress,” and a 
constant critic of Democratic 
fundraising practices, has quietly 
agreed to pay more than $28,000 
in fines to settle charges arising 
from a Federal Election Commis¬ 
sion audit of his 1994 and 1996 
congressional campaigns. 

Republicans from across the 
country, desperate to win next 
year and convinced they have 
that winner in Texas Governor 
George W. Bush, are frantical¬ 
ly trying to sweep Bush’s appar¬ 
ent past cocaine habit under the 
rug, calling the issue “history 
and irrelevant.” The Reverend 
Jesse Jackson, however, is tak¬ 
ing a “wait a minute here” atti¬ 
tude. Jackson correctly points 
out that a majority of the 
149,000 people in Texas prisons 
are serving time for non-violent 
drug offenses and says, “you can¬ 
not say it’s not the business of 
the press or the public when it’s 
actually public policy; you can¬ 
not enforce a law that you your¬ 
self likely did not adhere to.” It 
should be noted that Bush, who 
says he has definitely been drug- 
free for at least a number of 
years, has lived in Texas since 
1968, when that state had some 
of the nation’s toughest and un¬ 
forgiving drug laws. 

And how about Senator Orrin 
Hatch (R-Utah) “apologizing” 
to the NAACP for a statement he 
made recently contrasting gay 
rights and black issues; the GOP 


presidential hopeful was widely 
criticized earlier this month for 
saying “people of color can’t do 
anything about their color; I do 
believe that gay people have a 
choice to live within the legal 
rules or not - that’s why we have 
civil rights to protect African 
Americans from discrimina¬ 
tion.” Like gay Americans don’t 
need protection from discrimi¬ 
nation of people like Hatch and 
his ilk? Only last week the New 
York Times carried a front-page 
story about openly gay Arizona 
state Representative Steve May, 
a 27-year-old Republican, who 
faces getting stripped of his lieu¬ 
tenant bars from the Army Re¬ 
serve and booted out of the mil¬ 
itary under President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s infamous “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy simply because 
he had the guts to admit his sex¬ 
uality (a fact long known to his 
Phoenix constituents) by re¬ 
sponding to a homophobic at¬ 
tack from a fellow Republican 
lawmaker on the floor of the 
state House of Representatives. 
Arizona’s other openly gay legis¬ 
lator, Representative Ken 
Cheuvront, is a Democrat. 

Look for the Vermont 
Supreme Court to soon decide if 
that state’s constitution allows 
for gay marriages; observers feel 
that the somewhat liberal state 
justices are inclined to favor such 
unions, and that could make 
Vermont the first jurisdiction in 
the country to allow fully equal 
marriage rights to homosexual 
couples. 

San Francisco Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey, one of the best pub¬ 
lic servants around, is easily 
headed for another four years in 
office since he’s running unop¬ 
posed in November. 

Reports have it that San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Defender Jeff 
Brown, another man I have a lot 
of respect for, is likely to be ap¬ 
pointed to the bench by Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis, possibly within 
the next year. 

Los Angeles City Council- 
woman Jackie Goldberg, a 

highly respected lesbian, is seek¬ 
ing the Democratic nomination 
next year for the state Assembly 
in that city’s 45th District 

The California Republican 
Party will hold its state conven¬ 
tion at the Anaheim Marriott 
Hotel September 24-26, and 
even the party leaders are saying 
that it will be impossible to avoid 
a war between battling factions.

Dad is now past that early 
computer user belief that hiding 
on every keyboard is a 
combination of strokes 
that will not only de¬ 
stroy every bit on infor¬ 
mation on the hard 
drive, but also somehow 
erase the entire Internet, 
if not the planet. 

Perhaps it is my first¬ 
hand knowledge 
of technoparanoia 
combined with 
my own admis¬ 
sion of powerlessness over the 
current wave of Penthouse 
processors and iThings that has 
half of me rooting for this Y2K 
bug to descend on all of us like a 
herd of locusts. 

If the people cannot resist the 
current state of technotyrrany, 
then perhaps we need an act of a 
virtual god. Maybe there will be 
an order behind the computer 
gaffes and glitches. Perhaps 
there’s a master anti-plan coming 
our way, a passing of judgment, a 
computer karma, an e-mail ac¬ 
counting for. 

All those e-mail accounts 
which have, to date, sent out the 
most multiple messages lacking 
significant content (i.e. spam) 
will have their own accounts 
flooded beyond repair. 

Who is to say that the Y2K 
bug won’t be a little Puck-ish, or 
might not have my political 
agenda? The Pentagon’s stored 
data might be compromised so as 
to leave the military without any 
readable copies of the “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. Instead, a 
search engine will find an ob¬ 
scure website, called EndThe-

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ban, enacting anti-prejudice 
training throughout the military, 
and then, only when service 
members are fit to participate in 
a non-violent and discrimina¬ 
tion-free society will they all be 
discharged. 

Perhaps, like in those old 
Frankenstein movies, computers 
will have their brains drained 
and traded for one another, so 
that all of Pat Buchanan’s files fall 
into the laptop of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights - and 
vice versa. 

It does raise a wonderful ques¬ 
tion: Whose hard drive would you 
most like to get you hands on? 

How about a satellite dish 
chip glitch that causes It’s Ele¬ 
mentary to be pulled into every 
television tube in America at 
prime time. 

Maybe the Y2K bug will get 
Muni running on time. 

My most petty hope is that it 
will cause the chip in cell phones 
to counteract anti-lock brake sys¬ 
tems, causing not only phone 
crashes, but also vehicular crash¬ 
es for those trying to simultane¬ 
ously drive and dialogue, thus 
eliminating the current trend of 
drive and dial. 

As for all the fuss about with¬ 
drawing savings from bank ac¬ 
counts, and keeping a careful 
paper trail of one’s finances. Well, 
I’m counting on the Y2K com¬ 
puter failure to credit me with the 
millions I do not have in this of 
2Kminusl year, or is that Y2K-1? 

Will we have such a shift in 
order that Y2K will even erase the 
notions of B.C. and A.D.? Hence 
forth, the Sydney Gay Games are 
set for the year Y2K+2, or more 
commonly noted, 2K.2 (pro¬ 
nounced two kay dot two).

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How did the Vietnam 
War affect gay men?

/ H .S. involvement in Vietnam 
|l was one °f the most hotly 
contested issues of the late 
1960s and early 1970s, the era that 
also spawned the gay liberation 
movement. Gay men found them¬ 
selves on both sides of the con¬ 
flict, as service members and as 
anti-war protesters. 

Many gay men, like 
Leonard Matlovich (who 
later made a test case as an 
openly gay soldier), will¬ 
ingly enlisted for tours of 
duty in Vietnam. At the time, 
Matlovich felt it was 
his patriotic duty to 
“kill a Commie for 
Mommy.” But in ret¬ 
rospect, he wondered 
about his real intentions in enlist¬ 
ing. “I was so dissatisfied with 
being gay,” he later recalled, “that 
in some ways, volunteering for 
duty in Vietnam was like a death 
wish or a suicide pact.” Matlovich 
also noted that he signed up look¬ 
ing for male companionship. 

“In country,” gay soldiers de¬ 
veloped an underground network 
for finding each other, much as

gay men always had done back 
home. Gay G.I.s had to be partic¬ 
ularly careful, because they were 
in jeopardy of court martial and 
prison or dishonorable discharge 
if caught or turned in. That risk 
lessened somewhat as the war es¬ 
calated and the Armed Forces 
needed more and more fighting 
power. 

During the war, there were at 
least two gay bars and several 
other gay-friendly ones in 
Saigon, though it was risky 
for servicemen to frequent 
them. “You ... have to be 
in uniform when out of 
quarters,” one gay sergeant 
told The Advocate in 
1971, “and this makes 
promiscuous bar¬ 
hopping dangerous. 
... Also, there’s a 10 
p.m. curfew.” 

But gay G.I.s claimed that the 
best cruising actually occurred 
right on the bases - at the USO 
service clubs in Cam Ranh Bay 
and Danang and at the military 
swimming pool near the Tan Son 
Nhut Air Force Base. The veran¬ 
dah of the officers’ club at China 
Beach was also a gay hot spot. At 
the front, there was of course 
much less opportunity for privacy 
and intimacy. Many gay soldiers 
experienced come-ons from 
straight comrades who were sex¬ 
ually frustrated by being away 
from women for long stretches. 

Stateside, other gay men did 
everything in their power to avoid 
military service. Rey Rivera (aka 
Sylvia Rivera, one of the transves¬ 
tites arrested at the Stonewall 
riots) was drafted in 1967 at 18 
and decided to report to the local 
draft board in full drag - high 
heels, miniskirt, and red nails. The 
sergeants in charge assumed 
Rivera was a woman. But Rivera 
corrected them and was prompt¬ 
ly sent to the psychiatrist, who 


asked if there was a problem with 
his sexuality. “I don’t know. I 
know I like men,” Rivera replied. 
“I know I like to wear dresses. But 
I don’t know what any problem is.” 
The doctor quickly stamped 
“HOMOSEXUAL” in red across 
Rivera’s draft notice. 

Claiming to be gay became a 
popular way for straight men to 
avoid the draft. One draft re¬ 
sisters’ manual from 1968 dis¬ 
pensed stereotypes and epithets 
along with advice: “Act like a man 
under tight control. Deny you’re a 
fag, deny it again quickly, then 
stop, as if buttoning your lip. ... 
And maybe twice, no more than 
three times over a half-hour inter¬ 
view, just the slightest little flick of 
the wrist.” 

The early gay liberation move¬ 
ment was the scene of both draft 
resistance and anti-war protest. 
Gay groups and publications en¬ 
couraged members to resist serv¬ 
ing. “Homosexuals will not fight 
in a war that fucks us over in all its 
institutions,” read an editorial in a 
San Francisco gay paper late in 
1969, summing up the attitude of 
many gay leftists. “We will not 
Fight in an army that discrimi¬ 
nates against us.” 

Many of those who founded 
the Gay Liberation Front (which 
took its name from the Marxist 
National Liberation Front of Viet¬ 
nam) had been active in anti-war 
demonstrations before Stonewall, 
like the first Moratorium on 
Washington. After gay liberation 
took off, they continued the cam¬ 
paign. During the December hol¬ 
idays in 1969, GLF handed out 
flyers in Greenwich Village near 
the site of the Stonewall rebellion 
encouraging people to wear black 
armbands and to send gifts to 
G.I.s in Vietnam in the name of 
peace. The following spring, GLF- 
ers shouting, “Suck Cock, Beat the

Stop or I’ll shoot 

A clerk at Walgreens at 4948 
Castro Street on Thursday, August 
26 at 12:15 a.m. observed a man 
put several bottles of aspirin in a 
bag and attempt to leave the store 
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prison. After his first trial he was 
sentenced to 25 to 50 years. 

A key issue was whether 
Schmitz was stalked by Amedure, 
who revealed on stage during a 
Jenny Jones Show taping in Chica¬ 
go that he had a gay crush on 
Schmitz. 

The prosecution said Schmitz 
killed out of pure anger after 
being humiliated on stage by 
Amedure’s description of a sexual 
fantasy. 

In her final statement to the 
jury, prosecutor Donna Pender- 
gast ratcheted the shotgun used in 
the slaying, calling it “the last 
sound” Amedure heard. 

But Sabbota claimed his client 
was “pushed” into a crime of pas¬ 
sion after Amedure made sexual 
advances, including a suggestive 
note and a flashing yellow light 
left outside Schmitz’s apartment 
door the night before the slaying. 


Shortly after finding the note, 
Schmitz bought a shotgun and 
went to Amedure’s suburban De¬ 
troit home. The victim was shot 
twice at close range. Minutes later 
Schmitz turned himself in to police. 

Schmitz, a heterosexual, was 
acquainted with Amedure but did 
not know he was gay until they 
appeared in the TV studio. The 
show never aired. 

Earlier this year another Oak¬ 
land County jury ordered Jenny 
Jones Show owner Warner Brothers 
and distributor Telepictures to pay 
the Amedure family $25 million in 
damages for a wrongful death. The 
family claims the show’s surprise- 
and-embarrass tactics for guests 
triggered the shooting. 

The TV companies are appeal¬ 
ing the decision. But the Amedure 
family’s attorney says so far interest 
on the original award has pushed 
damages up to $40 million. T

If Michigan jury last Thurs- 
JIJ! day, August 26, found a for¬ 
mer Jenny Jones TV talk 
show guest guilty of second-de¬ 
gree murder in the 1995 death of 
a gay man three days after they 
appeared for a program about se¬ 
cret crushes.

He says Oak¬ 
land County Circuit Judge Wendy 
Potts erred by refusing to let him 
tell the jury about his client’s 
mental illness and alcohol abuse. 

The weeklong trial that ended 
last Thursday began after an ap¬ 
peals court overturned Schmitz’ 
1996 conviction on a technicality. 

Schmitz hung his head and 
was quickly led away after the 
seven-woman, five-man jury read 
the verdict. The jury also found 
him guilty of a weapons charge. 

Sentencing is set for Septem¬ 
ber 14. Schmitz faces up to life in 


Women's music fest alters 
transgender policy

'/'he Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival (MWMF), a 
m long-lived lesbian and femi¬ 
nist institution and one of the few 
remaining bastions of lesbian sep¬ 
aratism, took a long-awaited step 
toward transgender inclusion at 
the annual gathering last month. 
This year, for the first time in 
nearly a decade, openly declared 
transsexual women were allowed 
to attend the festival. 

The MWMF, the largest and 
second oldest women’s music fes-. 
tival in the U.S., had previously 
permitted attendance by “womyn- 
born-womyn” only. That policy 
was put into place in 1991 after the 
expulsion of a transsexual woman, 
Nancy Jean Burkholder. Oppo¬ 
nents of the policy have argued 
that it was too vague, and trans¬ 
gender activists and their support¬ 
ers have challenged the festival’s 
producers to include male-to-fe- 
male (MTF) transsexuals who live 
full-time as women. The newly- 
amended policy excludes those 
with penises, meaning that post¬ 
operative MTF and pre-operative 
female-to-male (FTM) transgen- 
dered people may attend. 

As they have for the past five 
years, transgender activists spear¬ 
headed by the group Transexual 
Menace set up “Camp Trans” 
across the road from the main 
gate of the Hart, Michigan festival 
site. Camp organizers welcomed 
all gender-variant women to join 
them - including “stone butches, 


diesel dykes, high femmes, inter- 
sexuals, faggot-identified dykes, 
genderbenders, gender-blenders, 
dyke daddies, drag kings, and gen- 
dertrash of all descriptions” - not 
only those who identify as trans¬ 
sexual. Camp Trans was used as a 
base for protests and educational 
workshops on gender issues dur¬ 
ing the event. 

“Five years have passed, and 
while the whole queer movement 
has embraced inclusiveness and 
diversity, MWMF still wants to act 
as the gender police,” said Camp 
Trans organizer Riki Anne 
Wilchins. “This is a policy that 
cries out to be challenged.” 

On Friday morning, August 13, 
four openly declared trans-identi- 
fied activists, including Wilchins, 
attempted to gain admittance to 
the festival and all were sold tick¬ 
ets. MWMF organizers then mod¬ 
ified their womyn-born-womyn 
policy to exclude only those with 
penises. A post-operative FTM ac¬ 
tivist and a pre-operative MTF 
later left voluntarily. In negotia¬ 
tions at Camp Trans the following 
day, festival organizers added that 
attendees must be legally female. 
Chief organizer Lisa Vogel issued 
a statement saying that no “panty 
checks” would be performed, and 
asked attendees not to question 
other womens’ right to be present 
at the event. After the festival, or¬ 
ganizers issued a follow-up state¬ 
ment reaffirming that the event is 
still for womyn-born-womyn and 
decrying the attendance of trans¬ 
gender women, but also stating

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate? Rifater^ 
and Rimactane® 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* if you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

Pamelor® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

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DPH syphilis alert sets 
off alarms

1 recent alert by the San Fran- 

1 cisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH) regarding 
what the department calls an “out¬ 
break” of syphilis cases among gay 
men who frequent an online chat 
room has touched off a flurry of 
debate over the accuracy of epi¬ 
demiology, the demonization of 
gay male sex, and concerns about 
Internet privacy. The cluster of 
cases is believed to be the first as¬ 
sociated with cyberspace. 

The initial July 29 DPH warn¬ 
ing, reported in the August 5 issue 
of the Bay Area Reporter , con¬ 
cerned four cases of early syphilis 
identified over the previous four 
weeks, plus a fifth case reported in 
January. Since that time, four 
more cases have been identified. 
Seven of the men are from San 
Francisco, one is from Marin, and 
one is from Contra Costa. Ac¬ 
cording to the DPH, eight men 
met their partners through the 
America Online (AOL) SFM4M 
chat room, and one used Internet 
Relay Chat (IRC). All are white 
gay men who reported unprotect¬ 
ed anal and oral sex. The DPH 
placed a full-page warning ad in 
the B.A.R. the following week, and 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
notified the San Francisco Health 
Commission of the cluster at the 
board’s August 17 meeting. 

Syphilis is a sexually transmit¬ 
ted disease (STD) characterized 
by genital, anal, or oral sores, fop- 
lowed by a rash; some people have 
no symptoms. The disease, which 
can be detected using a blood test, 
is treatable with penicillin, but 
can lead to heart damage, demen¬ 
tia, and death if left untreated. Re¬ 
cent research indicates that 
syphilis lesions can increase a per¬ 
son’s susceptibility to HIV infec¬ 
tion, and the presence of syphilis 
may also lead to increased HIV 
viral load. According to a study by 
Dr. Harrell Chesson and col¬ 
leagues that appeared in the July 
30 issue of AIDS, approximately 
1,000 new heterosexually trans¬ 
mitted cases of HIV infection 
were attributable to syphilis in 
1996. Five of the seven recently di¬ 
agnosed San Francisco men were 
HIV positive. 

Epidemiological reports indi¬ 
cate that syphilis rates are at an 
all-time low nationally; according 
to a recent study entitled “The So¬ 
cial and Health Landscape of 
Urban and Suburban America,” 
syphilis rates in the 25 largest U.S. 
cities decreased 75 percent from 
1990 to 1996. Cases have also de¬ 


clined in San Francisco. There 
were 30 percent fewer reported 
cases of early syphilis in the city in 
the first six months of this year 
(17 cases) compared to the first 
half of 1998 (25 cases); the num¬ 
ber of later-stage syphilis cases 
was 62 in the first six months of 
this year and 64 in the first half of 
1998. 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, DPH di¬ 
rector of STD control, called the 
chat rooms “a new venue where 
men who have sex with men have 
an opportunity to meet a wider 
population of potential sex part¬ 
ners.” Klausner told the B.A.R. 
that chat rooms are not unique, 
but are “like sex clubs, parks, rest 
stops, and bars” in providing an 
opportunity for men to meet 
many new sexual contacts in a 
short period of time. Klausner 
said that “different venues [asso¬ 
ciated with STD transmission] 
pop up every few years.” IRC and 
other online discussion forums 
have existed for more than a 
decade, but have grown greatly in 
popularity over the past few years. 

Cyberspace has presented new 
challenges for public health offi¬ 
cials due to the anonymity afford¬ 
ed by online communication. 
Many of the men affected by the 
recent spate of syphilis cases knew 
each other only by their “handles,” 
or screen names. Katz noted that 
this anonymity has made it “ex¬ 
tremely difficult and challenging” 
to locate and notify men who had 
potentially been exposed. Unlike 
HIV infection and AIDS, which* 
health officials are prohibited by 
law from disclosing, partner trac¬ 
ing and notification is standard 
procedure for syphilis, gonorrhea, 
and other STDs. 

DPH officials approached 
AOL, which declined to break its 
policy against disclosing the actu¬ 
al names of members “unless re¬ 
quired to do so by law or legal 
process,” or in extraordinary cases 
of impending danger. In 1997, 
AOL was criticized for failing to 
adhere to its own policy when it 
revealed to investigating military 
authorities the identity of Chief 
Petty Officer Timothy McVeigh, 
who used the word “gay” in his 
member profile. McVeigh was 
ousted from the Navy, reinstated 
under the orders of a U.S. district 
judge in January 1998, and later 
resigned. 

AOL put the DPH in contact 
with PlanetOut, a large queer on¬ 
line community affiliated with the 
Internet service. PlanetOut staff 
and volunteers participated in the 
SFM4M chat room and sent users 
electronic mail and instant mes¬ 


sages warning them about the 
cluster of cases and urging them to 
practice safe sex and get tested for 
syphilis. Klausner told the B.A.R. 
that 99 men had been identified as 
contacts by the nine infected men, 
including one man who named 47 
partners. Klausner said syphilis 
testing rates in the city had dou¬ 
bled, and that a third of the iden¬ 
tified contacts had been tested. 

Media from coast to coast 
picked up syphilis story, including 
technology news sources that 
rarely report on gay sex issues; 
many could not resist sensational¬ 
izing the cyberspace angle. In re¬ 
cent years the media has associat¬ 
ed the Internet with pornography 
and pedophilia, treating the Net as 
a new and unique phenomenon 
rather than the latest in a long line 
of places to meet for sex. Internet 
chat rooms have also recently 
played a prominent role in media 
coverage of barebacking among 
gay men. As media reports prolif¬ 
erated, an increased number of 
anti-gay messages began to appear 
in the SFM4M chat room, which 
Klausner had identified by name. 
Users claimed that some of the 
messages contained profanity and 
death threats. 

Some local activists have criti¬ 
cized the DPH for publicizing the 
syphilis outbreak in the main¬ 
stream media and failing to hold 
public meetings to inform the gay 
community directly about the re¬ 
cent cluster of cases. Some have 
also asserted that the DPH is blow¬ 
ing recent events out of propor¬ 
tion. According to Michael Pe- 
trelis, the DPH - which he has la¬ 
beled the Department of Public 
Hysteria - unjustifiably focuses 
on the sexual behavior of gay men 
even though STD rates among 
heterosexuals are considerably 
higher. Petrelis called for the DPH 
to provide proof of the recently 
reported cases and their connec¬ 
tion with the Internet, and called 
for a series of monthly public fo¬ 
rums between the STD control 
branch and the gay community. 

Dave Pasquarelli of ACT 
UP/San Francisco told the B.A.R. 
that the group was “outraged that 
Jeffrey Klausner has called in the 
Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s Epidemic Intelli¬ 
gence Service to slam gay sex and 
scare up more STD test subjects.” 
The group placed a critical full- 
page ad in the August 19 B.A.R. 
asserting that the “syphilis scare is 
an anti-gay lie,” and characteriz¬ 
ing the actions of the DPH as part 
of “a relentless crusade to demo¬ 
nize gay male sex as diseased and 
deadly.” ▼

of GHB in his bar, and Peterson 
said his staff has also become 
more responsive in trying to get 
the word out to people about the 
party drug. 

“We’re very proactive in warn¬ 
ing people of the dangers of drugs 
like GHB,” said Peterson. “We’ve 
posted warning signs about GHB. 
People have got to be aware that 
they need to be more responsible.” 

Second incident 

The second pair of GHB over¬ 
doses happened almost 48 hours 
after the Endup incident. At 4 
a.m. Monday, August 30, emer¬ 


gency medical personnel were 
called to the Pleasuredome at 177 
Townsend Street to assist two men 
who were reportedly unconscious 
from GHB. Both men were also 
treated and released from SFGH. 

GHB has led to more than 40 
reported deaths nationwide since 
1995. San Francisco Medical Ex¬ 
aminer Dr. Boyd Stevens told the 
B.A.R. that he tallied four deaths 
in the past two years linked to 
GHB. In all the deaths, GHB 
users had combined the sub¬ 
stance with alcohol or other 
drugs. Although it was once sold 
legally and touted as a muscle 
builder, possession of GHB has 
been illegal in California since 
1997. Health experts say GHB’s 
chemical cousin, GBL (gamma 


butyrolactone), metabolizes into 
GHB when ingested and is just as 
dangerous. 

GHB has remained popular 
with club-goers. One of the 
overnight nursing supervisors at 
SFGH, Dorreen Meyer, told the 
B.A.R. that the hospital’s emer¬ 
gency room sees a number of 
other similar cases each weekend. 
The overdoses last weekend have 
been preceded by a number of 
other similar incidents over the 
past several months in clubs 
throughout San Francisco. 

The incidents are another 
black eye for the South of Market 
(SOMA) dance club industry, 
which has been trying to clean up 
its image and fight what it calls 
police harassment of the clubs. T

for three HIV prevention studies.) 

Vittinghoff and Buchbinder, 
co-authors of the recent study of 
2,189 HIV-negative gay and bi¬ 
sexual men that attempted to as¬ 
sign relative levels of risk for var¬ 
ious sex acts, focused their com¬ 
ments on describing the “risk fac¬ 
tors” shared by many of the 49 
men who seroconverted during 
their 18-month study. These fac¬ 
tors included: high numbers of 
sex partners, including those who 
said they were HIV-negative as 
well as those who were HIV-posi¬ 
tive, getting fucked without a con¬ 
dom, and - less widely reported - 
use of methamphetamines, and 
uncircumcised penises. 

Appearing to back off from 
previous assertions that their 
study, published in the August 
issue of the American Journal of 
Epidemiology, showed an approxi¬ 
mate 1 in 2,500 risk of HIV trans¬ 
mission via unprotected oral sex 
with ejaculation (none of the 
study’s seroconverters reported 
exclusive oral sex), Vittinghoff 
said, “The evidence is clear that it 
does sometimes happen, but we 
can’t determine what the risk is.” 
He reported that 24 of the men in 


the study practiced oral sex exclu¬ 
sively, but “none became infected.” 

Attempting to translate all the 
arcane statistics and terminology 
was Paul Cotton, director of 
health programs at Steamworks, a 
gay bathhouse in Berkeley. He 
said that the most frequent ques¬ 
tion he gets from bathhouse clien¬ 
tele is, “How risky is oral sex?” 

Kim Shafer, an epidemiologist 
with UCSF, said that she had done 
a thorough review of large cohorts 
of gay and bisexual men and, 
based on this review, estimated 
that perhaps 2 percent of gay and 
bisexual men who seroconvert be¬ 
come infected through oral sex. 

“This is just a number, and we 
as a culture get hung up on num¬ 
bers,” commented Cotton. “It 
concerns me that media take these 
numbers and puts out a headline 
that says ‘Oral Sex is Unsafe!’ 
What we can say is that oral sex is 
unsafe, but it’s a lot less risky than 
anal sex.” 

Cotton also spoke about the 
need to respect each individual’s 
choices in determining the level of 
risk they are willing to take. “In the 
last few years, we’ve seen a lot 
more people willing to have un¬ 
protected anal sex,” he said. “Some 
people like myself have found it 
very easy to draw lines in the sand. 
For other people, that line shifts, 


and it can move the risk. Some 
people find that for a period of 
time, it’s great to throw the con¬ 
doms out the window, and that’s 
an okay thing.” 

One questioner was particular¬ 
ly concerned about Buchbinder’s 
assertion that uncircumcised men 
may be at increased risk for HIV, 
particularly given the higher ratio 
of uncircumcised men among 
communities of color. 

Buchbinder responded that al¬ 
though this observation has not 
been duplicated in other studies, 
“My guess is that if it is a link, it 
could be an association with in¬ 
creased risk of herpes and other 
sexually transmitted diseases” in 
uncircumcised men, which could 
make individuals more suscepti¬ 
ble to HIV infection. 

Presenters were also unable to 
say whether use of speed and 
other methamphetamines, as well 
as poppers, led to an increased 
risk of HIV infection because of 
behavioral change, or due to sup¬ 
pression of the immune system. 

Another questioner asked pan¬ 
elists to describe the level of risk 
for an HIV-negative top having 
unprotected anal sex with an 
HIV-positive partner, to which 
Buchbinder responded, “The risk 
is low enough that it doesn’t come 
up as an independent risk factor.”

have been confined to a wheelchair 
and have limited use of his hands, 
which would have killed him.” 

In addition to his motorcycle, 
Martin enjoyed calligraphy and 
computers. He had never had a 
motorcycle accident in his 25 
years of riding. 

Two weeks ago, it looked as 
though Martin was getting better. 
Martin never regained conscious¬ 
ness, but his vital signs were good. 

“He looked fine,” according to 
Manning. 

But the last of many infections 


sent Martin’s temperature above 
105 degrees. His fever, combined 
with a low blood pressure of 
26/15 for more than an hour, 
caused his heart to stop. 

“He was well medicated, in no 
pain, and had his loved ones next 
to him,” Manning said. 

Both Manning and Martin’s 
former lover Harlow Griffith were 
by Martin’s side when he died. 
The three were good friends, a sit¬ 
uation that Manning calls “very 
unusual, and very wonderful.” 

Manning and Martin were 
lovers from 1981 to 1982, parted 
amicably, and then resumed their 
romantic relationship in 1994. 
They celebrated their commit¬ 


ment with a ceremony on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day in 1995. 

“I will miss his smile, his 
laugh, and his great personality,” 
said Manning. ▼

Buchbinder also commented that, 
“It is reasonable to assume that 
insertive oral sex is not risky.” 

One young man stood up at 
the end of the meeting and com¬ 
mented, “In the real world it 
sounds like fucking with condoms 
and sucking without condoms 
should continue to be the party 
line.” He said that this has been his 
practice, and that for him, it will 
continue to be so. 

The two-hour forum was re¬ 
peatedly disrupted by the protest¬ 


ers, who heckled the presenters 
and held aloft small signs reading, 
“another lying researcher.” Many 
of the audience members found 
the protesters’ outbursts offensive 
enough to elicit counter-chants of 
“Shame, shame, shame!” 

After repeated warnings, four 
of the activists were dragged from 
the room by officers from the San 
Francisco General Hospital police 
force and the San Francisco Police 
Department; two of the protesters 
were arrested and later released. T

B ay Area researchers are currently seeking HIV-negative vol¬ 
unteers for three HIV prevention studies: 

■ The Explore Study. This three-year study will compare 
two approaches to HIV prevention counseling. Sponsored by the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health (DPH), the study will 
divide 620 local volunteers into two groups: half will receive stan¬ 
dard HIV testing and counseling every six months; the other half 
will meet 10 times with a counselor to discuss their sexual choices 
and the situations that cause them to be more or less safe.

* The A1DSVAX Trial The first study of an experimental pre¬ 
ventive HIV vaccine to reach the final stages of testing, this study 
will enroll 5,000 men and women in the U.S., Canada, and Puerto 
Rico. There is no risk of acquiring HIV infection from the seven 
AIDSVAX injections given to participants during the three-year 
blinded trial. One third of the participants will receive a placebo. 
The study, which will be closing enrollment in September, requires 
16 visits to the study site, where HIV testing and safer sex counsel¬ 
ing will be provided.

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SFAF board gets ethics lesson

t what was a fascinating dis¬ 
cussion, three respected Bay 
£ Area ethicists addressed the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s 
(SFAF) board of directors last 
Thursday, August 26, in an effort 
to help the board learn how to in¬ 
corporate an ethical dimension to 
the agency’s work. Board mem¬ 
bers and the few audience mem¬ 
bers on hand listened in rapt at¬ 
tention as the ethicists embarked 
on a discussion of how agencies 
like SFAF can act more ethically, 
and how to justify decisions made 
- particularly regarding resource 
allocation - to the community. 

Board member Angela Padilla 
explained that the desire to hear 
from ethicists stemmed from the 
board’s Big Questions Commit¬ 
tee, and the need to find answers 
to questions such as how does an 
agency remain on the cutting edge 
with limited resources, and how 
to have ethical decision-making 
around the HIV/AIDS epidemic 
“where everyone is needy and 
everything is an emergency.” 

Michael Mendiola, an assistant 
professor of Christian ethics at the 
Pacific School of Religion (PSR) 
in Berkeley, and Karen Lebacqz, 
professor of theological ethics at 
PSR, were joined by Berkeley ethi- 
cist and consultant John Golens- 
ki. Padilla started off with asking 
them each to provide a definition 
of ethics. 

“A descriptive metaphor is cor¬ 
rective visioning,” Mendiola ex¬ 
plained. “Ethics is the effort to 


take off lenses, so to speak, and 
subject [things] to critical reflec¬ 
tion. Ethics is a discipline of hard, 
careful thinking subjected to crit¬ 
ical scrutiny.” 

He and the others agreed there 
are no “magic answers”, nor is 
there a tidy formula. There is also 
“no guarantee we will be right,” 
Mendiola said. 

Lebacqz pointed to several 
things that are especially crucial, 


such as what makes an action 
right or wrong; the character or 
virtue of people; and structures 
and systems, such as governmen¬ 
tal bodies and large organizations. 
“Large institutions tend to per¬ 
petuate themselves,” Lebacqz said, 
adding that the systems and struc¬ 
tures themselves affect human 
life. 

Golenski, who counts among 
his clients the national Kaiser 
health system, said ethical reflec¬ 
tion “only arises when there is a 
problem.” He added that in all or¬ 
ganizations there are legitimate 
differences of opinion, as there 
are in life, and there are “real dif¬ 
ferences in our cultures.” 

All three panelists agreed that 
as an organization with limited 
resources, SFAF will never be able 
to help everyone who needs ser¬ 
vices. Nevertheless, Lebacqz and 
Mendiola pointed out that im¬ 


plicit and explicit promises made 
by an organization must be hon¬ 
ored if the organization is to be 
ethical, and that agencies such as 
SFAF should tell the truth. 

Mendiola, whose specialty is 
studying suffering, told the board 
that no matter how many re¬ 
sources SFAF has, it will never 
conquer suffering. “It’s an intrin¬ 
sic part of the human condition,” 
he said. 


“Can we ethically weigh one 
form of suffering against anoth¬ 
er? Is that what we’ve come down 
to? It seems exactly what we do in 
resource allocation and I’m very 
uncomfortable advocating that as 
an ethical stance,” Mendiola 
added. “My own stance is if some 
needs can’t be met it is because of 
the reality of limited resources, 
not because you don’t count.”

that gender verification would not 
be done. 

Despite the new compromise 
policy, several confrontations and 
debates occurred over the course 
of the weekend event between the

Lebacqz agreed. “There is no 
acceptable level of suffering,” she 
said, adding that from the Jewish 
and Christian tradition, “justice 
does require focus on those op¬ 
pressed or poor.” If SFAF must 
choose, Lebacqz said, they should 
help those least able to help them¬ 
selves, which Padilla pointed out 
is consistent with SFAF’s mission, 
which is, “Committed to ending 
the HIV pandemic and the 
human suffering caused by 
AIDS.” 

Ethics panel 
recommended 

Golenski advised the SFAF 
board to institute an ethics panel, 
a group of people who could 
come together and meet over spe¬ 
cific ethical questions, such as re¬ 
source allocation or program is¬ 
sues. “I’d strongly devise a routine 
mechanism to review those situa¬ 
tions before they happen, to con¬ 
sider those questions,” he said. “In 
hospitals, they are called ethics 
committees.” 

He added that those panels 
typically include community 
members and people who have 


supporters and those who dis¬ 
agreed with the change. Wilchins 
said that one verbal confrontation 
Friday evening grew to include 
some 200 of the festival’s 7,000 at¬ 
tendees. A group of Lesbian 
Avengers escorted the transsexual 
activists to offer protection and 
support. A number of non-trans¬ 
sexual attendees wore Transexual 
Menace T-shirts, including three 


had some training in ethics. He 
also said it’s important for com¬ 
munity members to have input. 
“People have a right to speak and 
be heard,” Golenski said, adding 
that such input from the commu¬ 
nity should not be ignored. 

Lebacqz pointed out another 
important aspect to organiza¬ 
tions operating ethically. “If you 
say there’s no acceptable level of 
suffering and can’t meet that, 
there’s another moral step, I’m 
going to call it the apology. That 
says, ‘We are sorry that we cannot 
do this.’ Saying ‘We are sorry’ is 
phenomenally important. 

“That’s a little piece of justice 
that often dangles. It has to do 
with acknowledging sorrow that 
you couldn’t do the other things,” 
Lebacqz said. “I imagine this is a 
frequent occurrence for you.” 

Mendiola also put out a pro¬ 
cedural challenge to the founda¬ 
tion. “Consider honestly what de¬ 
cision lies behind allocations. 
Whose values do they reflect? 
What does it mean for SFAF to be 
a just institution? Laying ethical 
cards on the table is what you 
need to do the most.” ▼

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‘Don’t Ask’ snares lawmaker Steve May

he military’s anti-gay policy 
of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
(DADT) is taking new twists 
with the investigation of Steve 
May, a lieutenant in the Army Re¬ 
serve. It is based in part upon what 
he said at an Arizona state Legisla¬ 
ture committee hearing in Febru¬ 
ary. The kicker is that May is no 
ordinary citizen, he’s the state rep¬ 
resentative from east Phoenix. 

The committee was debating 
an anti-gay bill that would have 
barred local governments from 
paying for health insurance bene¬ 
fits extended to the domestic part¬ 
ners of their employees. It was 
championed by Karen S. Johnson, 
a rabidly homophobic Republican 
member of the Legislature. She 
has condemned homosexuals as 
immoral. May has called her an 
ignorant bigot. 

May, a freshman Republican, 
had planned to sit quietly, but the 
misrepresentation became too 
much for him to stomach. He rose 
to speak, “When you attack my 
family and you steal my freedom, 
I will not sit quietly in my office. 

“This Legislature takes my gay 
tax dollars, and my gay tax dollars 
spend the same as your straight 
tax dollars. If you’re not going to 
treat me fairly, don’t take my 
money,” May said. 

The contentious issue played 
prominently in the Arizona 
media, with May’s comments 
front and center. The Legislature 
eventually voted down the anti¬ 
gay measure. 

May was in the inactive reserve 
when all of this transpired. He was 
not attending weekend training 
sessions but he was subject to a 
call up. That call came later in Feb¬ 
ruary when bombs started drop¬ 
ping on Kosovo. He was ordered 
to the active reserve and began re¬ 
porting for monthly training duty. 

The military should not have 
been surprised to know that May 
was gay, though they possibly 
could have missed the lower key 


media coverage of the fact during 
his two previous campaigns for 
office. Once again the “wartime” 
needs of the service allowed gays 
to serve when it was convenient 
for the military. 

But the end of hostilities 
brought a different tune. On Au¬ 
gust 7 the Army opened an inves¬ 
tigation into whether or not May 
is gay and should be discharged 
under DADT. 

Reluctant activist 

May could be the young Re¬ 
publican poster boy were it not 
for his sexual orientation. Clean- 
cut and earnest, he was raised a 
Mormon, became an Eagle Scout, 
served two years in the Army and 
in the reserves he is second in 
command of a battalion of 200 
soldiers. He modernized his fam¬ 
ily’s small business, importing 
and wholesaling herbal tea. He 
has been “married” for four years 
to Paul Quinn. He lost his first 
race for the Legislature but won 
last fall and represents the neigh¬ 
borhood where he grew up. That’s 
a lot to cram into the resume of a 
27-year-old. 

May says he would like to de¬ 
vote his energies to things like im¬ 
proving education, reducing taxes, 
and fostering economic develop¬ 
ment. While he has been open 
about his sexual identity for sever¬ 
al years, he in no way sees himself 
as a gay activist. So he is frustrated 
by the vortex of bigotry and fate 
that keeps drawing him into the 
limelight of gay issues. 

He argues that he didn’t violate 
DADT because he never discussed 
being gay while on active duty. 
Stacey Sobel is an attorney with 
the Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network (SLDN) and is advising 
May. She doesn’t think that will 
hold water, since DADT “has been 
applied very broadly in the past.” 

At an August 27 news confer¬ 
ence in Manhattan, co-sponsored 
by Log Cabin Republicans, SLDN, 
and the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, May expressed his contin¬ 
ued willingness to fulfill his mili-

tary commitment. He called for an 
end to the failed Pentagon policy. 

“At a time when recruiting and 
retention is becoming a serious 
problem, and some members of 
Congress are discussing a rein¬ 
statement of the draft, how much 
longer will we degrade our mili¬ 
tary readiness by discharging 
competent, qualified, trained men 
and women? ... This policy must 
come to an end.”

octors may think twice

also the only openly gay Republi¬ 
can state legislator. Is this pure co¬ 
incidence? Or could there be par¬ 
tisan political motivation behind 
the action? 

About the same time the Army 
decided to open its investigation 
into May, the National Stonewall 
Democratic Federation released a 
briefing paper attacking Republi¬ 
can presidential front-runner 
George W. Bush for his positions 
on gay issues. The Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee released a simi¬ 
lar paper on “fairness” issues. Both 
groups have very strong ties to the 
flailing Gore campaign and fear 
the erosion of support for the can¬ 
didate within the gay community. 

Many political observers see 
May’s relatively high political pro¬ 
file and his strong defense of the 
gay community as one of the 
most pro-gay symbols the Repub¬ 
lican Party has to offer. Could 
someone want to tarnish this ris¬ 
ing star? Plausible scenarios can 
be scripted for villains from both 
the left and the right. 

But regardless of how and why 
the investigation of May was 
begun, it may have opened a Pan¬ 
dora’s box of new legal pathways 
for challenging DADT. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
been willing to hem in First 
Amendment rights to free speech 
in the context of the military. It 
has consistently given the highest 


visit. 

Dupont claimed that in June 
1998, Dr. Ronald AxteH ; of thfc 
Bristol Park Medical Group in 
Mission Viejo told her to plan on 
seeing a different doctor in the 
future, due to his personal beliefs 
on homosexuality. 

The ACLU filed the case in 
May and settled July 19, but terms 
of the settlement were not final¬ 
ized until early August. 

According to the settlement, 
Dupont will receive an undis- 


level of protection to political 
speech. In the court’s hierarchy, 
no speech is more political than 
that of an elected official per¬ 
forming his duties. 

As Representative Barry Wong, 
a Republican representing north 
central Phoenix, told the Arizona 
Republic, discharging May from 
the Army Reserve would violate 
his right to speak out as a legisla¬ 
tor and his constituents’ right to 
be represented by him. “The 
House and its lawyers should be 
defending him,” Wong said. 

That raises the fascinating 
specter of the Arizona Legislature 
litigating against DADT, or May’s 
constituents filing a class action 
suit against DADT for violation of 
their rights to representation. 
These routes to challenging DADT 
would not have been dreamed of 
in even the wildest scenarios as re¬ 
cently as a month ago. 

Evan Wolfson is an attorney 
with the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, which has 
led many of the constitutional 
challenges to DADT. He said they 
are in contact with May and are 
exploring the legal options. 

“May’s story is a compelling 
example of how destructive and 
flawed this policy is, from top to 
bottom,” Wolfson said. “The poli¬ 
cy itself generates the stigma that 
they [the Pentagon] are now 
claiming that they want to fix.” ▼

Recruiting , retention plague ACRC

11 nalyzing the current finan- 
t cial difficulties of ACRC 
(AIDS Community Re¬ 
search Consortium), Executive 
Director. Michael EdeR recently 
explained to the Bay Area Reporter 
how the problems arose and how 
the very excellence of the Penin¬ 
sula agency’s operations have 
made solutions difficult to evolve. 

The agency is in the midst of 
raising $100,000 in an effort to 
maintain its programs. 

In large part, the cash short¬ 
ages stem from the firms that have 
been sponsoring the testing that is 
ACRC’s main work. Contracts for 
projects have been delayed be¬ 
cause the pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies have been unable to finish the 
design and manufacture of the 
substances needed for the testing. 

The difficulty of recruiting pa¬ 
tients willing to be the subjects of 
various studies has also hindered 
the organization, Edell said, in 
part because of the way drug 
companies operate. When asked if 
the companies would be willing to 
advance funds for a study prior to 
a treatment study cluster of pa¬ 
tients being developed, Edell ex¬ 
plained, “They won’t work that 


way.” The companies demand the 
recruitment and organization of a 
treatment group as the essential 
first step. 

Currently, one treatment 
group in particular needs to be 
organized, funded, and presented 
I for .study; T a .cluster,of patients 
who are co-infected with HIV and 
hepatitis C. 

Bringing together such a group 
could be a complex problem, 
Edell pointed out, and one that 
would demand the highest of 
ACRC’s case management ser¬ 
vices. Edell described such ser¬ 
vices as needing to have cultural 
identification with community 
members in as many ways as pos¬ 
sible. Only then can the stigma of 
infection be overcome and the 
study proceed efficiently. 

Even items such as clothing for 
children in a family where people 
are living with HIV becomes im¬ 
portant when a human connec¬ 
tion must be achieved. 

Maintaining a highly skilled 
group for recruitment and treat¬ 
ment becomes a critical factor in 
such an operation. Edell believes 
the experts who have hired on at 
ACRC are absolutely top flight for 
the job and he pointed out that 
these employees would easily be 
snapped up by other employers. 


He is plainly proud that they stay 
with ACRC. The competition, 
however, is intense, and while 
only a few have left their positions 
for various reasons, competing 
with other employers becomes 
more of a threat as long as fund¬ 
ing is a problem. 

Edell sees fighting apathy in the 
community as another potential 
continuing problem. While the 
publicity about the effectiveness of 
current combinations of treat¬ 
ments must not be discounted, he 
believes that keeping up the com¬ 
bination of new treatments, such 
as a compound called pegylated 
interferon, and keeping the human 
ties to the community is vital. 

The $100,000 that ACRC is in 
the midst of raising is viewed as an 
amount that will tide the agency 
over until the pharmaceutical 
companies are ready to test new 
products. In the meantime, Edell 
hopes that similar testing organi¬ 
zations, such as universities, will 
not draw away the trained com¬ 
munity workers at ACRC. T

AIDS/HIV Nightline seeks volunteers

I : he AIDS/HIV Nightline, 
which provides telephone 
emotional support, crisis 
counseling, and general informa¬ 
tion for anyone with HIV con¬ 
cerns, is seeking volunteers. Rolph 
Shanabruch, program coordina¬ 
tor, told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the Nightline needs “people who 
have a commitment to being 
compassionate, understanding lis¬ 
teners.” 

Prospective volunteers are 
asked to participate in an inten¬ 
sive training program; a training 
for new volunteers begins Thurs¬ 
day, September 9. 


Volunteers answer calls during 
four-hour shifts between the 
hours of 5 p.m. and 5 a.m., seven 
days a week. Currently, there are 
about 50 active volunteers at the 
10-year-old Nightline, which re¬ 
ceives 850 to 1,000 calls a month. 
According to Shanabruch, about 
10 to 20 percent are “crisis” calls, 
including people who are suicidal. 
Other callers are simply having “a 
bad day” and need someone to 
talk to, or need a referral for more 
information on an AIDS-related 
topic. All calls are handled with 
complete confidentiality. 

“We’re looking for people who 
can have callers tell them their 
most intimate problems without 
judgment,” said Shanabruch 


“They need to be able to imagine 
what it might be like for the caller, 
and reflect it back to them.” 

The AIDS/HIV Nightline is the 
only nighttime HIV telephone 
counseling and referral service in 
the country. San Francisco callers 
may reach the Nightline at (415) 
434-AIDS; from throughout Cal¬ 
ifornia, the number is (800) 273- 
AIDS. A new national toll-free 
number is now being implement¬ 
ed, which is expected to increase 
call volume significantly. ▼

Fortunately, when the in¬ 
dolent attendants did nothing, my 
father bravely scaled up the slide, 
risking slight burns, and saved me. 

Other kids have not been so 
lucky. 

At Vallejo’s Marine World the 
Boomerang got stuck on August 
25. Almost 30 people were on the 


ride when it jammed 70 feet in the 
air, some left dangling upside 
down. 

As the debacle and slow-paced 
rescue mission was broadcast live 
on TV, stuck passengers were 
given festive sunhats as they wait¬ 
ed for hours to be saved on 
cranes. For passive suburbanites 
looking for a cheap thrill, they got 
their money’s worth. 

Christie Vaughn, a 
Marine World rep inter¬ 
viewed on Channel 7, 
bragged about the “2 mil¬ 
lion riders served with no 
incident,” Orwellianly cor¬ 
recting the “upside down” ref¬ 
erence to note that 
passengers were actu¬ 
ally stuck in a “side¬ 
ways inverted,” posi¬ 
tion. Thanks, Christie. 

I’m sure those folks and 
their families are comforted by 
your revisionist word mangling. 

In the meantime, all the rides 
continued on full speed, and peo¬ 
ple demanding refunds were ar¬ 
gued to the point of storming out 
in frustration. 

“You could hear cables snap¬ 
ping. It was very ... interesting,” 
said Jamie Covery, a frightened 
bystander. 

The quality of the Boomerang 
was defended by the Marine 
World staff. The makers of the 
ride are Dutch. 

I rest my case. 

Scared safe 

Recently, Joshua SmurpHat, 
who died August 22, had no idea 
what was happening when he 
slipped out of his restraints on 
Great America’s Drop Zone. Some 


speculate on whether the devel- 
opmentally disabled boy should 
even have been allowed on the 
ride. Did he even understand the 
concept of manufactured terror? 

Great America closed seven 
other rides, out of either over¬ 
compensation or a sense of trib¬ 
ute, I’m unsure. 

Also in California, Water 
World’s June 1997 accident left 
one 18-year-old girl 
dead. Quimby Nel¬ 
son was only one of sever¬ 
al fatalities in our great state, 
where no permanent state 
inspections have ever been 
implemented. Is the actual 
Lost World ride des¬ 
tined to ironic fame? 
The immense T Rex 
head only has to 
chomp one foot too 
close. 

July 14: The Orient Express 
roller coaster in Kansas City rips 
off its rails, injuring dozens. 

August 11: Atlantic City’s Steel 
Pier: a woman was thrown from a 
ride called Wipeout. 

Coney Island: One fatality in 
July. Last week in New Jersey there 
were two, one of them a child, on 
another ride. 

An estimated 9,200 people were 
treated in emergency rooms last 
year for injuries linked to carnival 
rides and theme park attractions, 
according to the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 

In California, a new bill calls 
for change. Democratic Assem¬ 
blyman Tom Torlakson of Anti¬ 
och says that, “We have one of the 
worst accident records in the 
country. We’re in the dark ages by 
comparison.”

No doubt jousting matches at the 
Renaissance Faire may come under 
some scrutiny, since they actually are 
in the dark ages, thematically.

Gay Day at Water World, pro¬ 
moted by circuit party celebu- 
tantes, will be held this Labor Day 
weekend, according to the more 
club-oriented publications that 
regularly avoid news in favor of 
the goings-on of speed peddlers 
and their accompanying DJs. 

The idea that we have to have 
our own separatist amusement 


park days accurately implies that 
we’re not welcome the other 364 
days of the year, except as atten¬ 
dants, hotdog vendors or big¬ 
headed animal mascots. They are, 
after all, family parks. 

I don’t imagine being strung 
out on E, K, X (or any other letter 
drugs those innovative club kids 
come up with) will help a person’s 
facility for saving themselves 
when the Corkscrew doesn’t quite 
screw, leaving them shrieking 
with fear, praying no one catches 
their last embarrassing moments 
on video.

I also 
rode sober, knowing that the com¬ 
bination of shoddy architecture, 
suspicious stimulants and ques¬ 
tionable swimwear is a Must Don’t. 

No doubt many of this year’s 
participants will disagree, and pop 
whatever their Pez pals will offer, 
thereby enhancing the desired 
blood-curdling, hair-raising terror 
that such entertainments so 
doggedly attempt to reconstruct, 
the terror that we as humans have 
spent hundreds of thousands of 
years evolving into to avoid such 
terror, like being stalked by moun¬ 
tain lions or chased by spear-toss¬ 
ing angry tribes or knocked off the 
edge of a glacier, but now paying 
$24.50 to do it all over again in the 
comfort of a padded seat that may 
or may not work.

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Researchers report 
increased unsafe sex

|| ast week researchers from 
the University of California 

' at San Francisco (UCSF) re¬ 
ported results indicating that rates 
of unprotected anal sex appear to 
be “increasing dramatically” 
among young gay men. The study 
was conducted by Dr. Maria Ek- 
strand and colleagues of UCSF’s 
Center for AIDS Prevention Stud¬ 
ies; the results were published in 
the August 20 issue of AIDS. Ac¬ 
cording to Ekstrand, “Occasional 
high-risk sex has now become 
pervasive among gay men in San 
Francisco ... It is apparent that 
many gay men find it difficult to 
maintain safe sex practices over 
the long haul.” 

The study included 510 gay 
men between the ages of 18 and 
29; the men were participants in 
the San Francisco Young Men’s 
Health Study. Participants com¬ 
pleted a self-administered ques¬ 
tionnaire and were tested for HIV 
antibodies. 

The results show that the rate of 
unprotected anal intercourse in¬ 
creased by approximately 30 per¬ 
cent between 1993 and 1997. Over 
one-third of the participants re¬ 
ported unprotected anal sex at the 
beginning of the study, compared 
to one-half in its final year. Sixty- 
eight percent said they had had 
unprotected anal intercourse dur¬ 
ing at least one of the four years of

tive campaign, to include phone 
banking, e-mail, tabling, door-to- 
door canvassing, and three to four 
weeks of statewide TV ads. 

The campaign’s polls have 
sought to identify the “persuadable 
voters,” people who may be in favor 
of equal rights for gay people, but 
who may be on the fence when it 
comes to official recognition of gay 


the study. Additionally, approxi¬ 
mately half the men practicing un¬ 
protected anal sex had partners 
whose HIV serostatus was un¬ 
known or different from their 
own. According to Ekstrand, men 
in the “high-risk” group - those 
who practiced unprotected sex and 
who had partners of unknown or 
dissimilar serostatus - had a 
greater number of sex partners, 
had sex more often, and were more 
likely to be HIV-positive. Thirty- 
two percent of the men reported 
that they had disclosed their 
serostatus to all the partners with 
whom they engaged in anal sex. 

Ekstrand said, “People who are 
sexually adventurous are pushing 
the envelope.... They’re engaging 
in high-risk behavior and aren’t 
talking about their HIV status 
with their partners.” Among the 
reasons cited for unprotected sex 
by the men in the high-risk group 
were unavailability of condoms, 
sexual arousal, and alcohol or 
drug use. 

Despite the reported increases 
in unprotected sex, rates of new 
HIV infections have not increased 
among young gay men in San 
Francisco, remaining stable at 
about 2 percent per year. Accord¬ 
ing to UCSF, several U.S. cities, in¬ 
cluding San Francisco, have re¬ 
cently reported increased rates of 
rectal gonorrhea, which is be¬ 
lieved to be transmitted by the 
same sexual activities as HIV. 
However, this assertion is ques- 


relationships. According to the 
campaign’s internal polls, these in¬ 
clude: Republican women, Democ¬ 
ratic men under 50, Latinos, and 
African Americans. These groups 
will be targeted by the No on 
Knight campaign. 

According to Marshall, 85 per¬ 
cent of Californians know some¬ 
one who is gay or lesbian.

tioned by Michael Petrelis, who 
claims that the July 1999 monthly 
report from the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health’s STD 
control branch shows similar rates 
of rectal gonorrhea in 1998 and 
1999 (14 cases this past July and 
93 cases so far this year, compared 
to 15 cases in July 1998 and 93 
cases for the equivalent portion of 
last year). Petrelis has asked UCSF 
to release more information to the 
public to explain the apparent dis¬ 
crepancy, and has called on UCSF 
and the DPH to hold meetings 
with the gay community. 

In related news, on August 30 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention reported rates of 
unprotected sex and HIV infec¬ 
tion among young gay men in 
several U.S. cities. The results were 
from a survey of gay men between 
the ages of 15 and 22 conducted 
in Baltimore, Dallas, Los Angeles, 
Miami, New York City, and San 
Francisco. According to the study, 
7 percent of the young men were 
HIV-positive overall, and 3 per¬ 
cent contracted HIV per year, a 
rate slightly higher than that for 
San Francisco alone. Forty-one 
percent in the national survey re¬ 
ported unprotected sex in the past 
six months, a rate somewhat 
lower than that reported for the 
final year of Ekstrand’s study. The 
researchers said that HIV preva¬ 
lence rates were highest nation¬ 
wide among young African Amer¬ 
ican arid mixed race gay men. T

Club is trying to smear him by as¬ 
sociation.” 

But Ammiano said he would 
never support an initiative han¬ 
dled by the same law firm that 
represents the Knight initiative. 

“The firm did one job for the 
Sunshine initiative, and now their 
association is over,” Ammiano 
told the B.A.R. 


And, upon further investiga¬ 
tion, the B.A.R. learned that the 
Sunshine initiative’s Comstock - 
who insisted that “everybody 
uses” Bagatelos 8c Fadem - is ac¬ 
tually a contracted employee of 
Reilly’s. 

Sunshine initiative Chair Ross 
Mirkarimi said that San Francis¬ 
cans for Sunshine never would 
have hired feagatelos 8c Fadem if 
the group knew about the firm’s 
association with the Knight initia¬ 
tive. 


“Had I known, I never would 
have hired them for that job,” 
Mirkarimi told the B.A.R. “This is 
a lesson that will teach us to be 
more discerning shoppers.” 

Lee said the fact that Reilly has 
retained Bagatelos 8c Fadem is the 
significant factor. 

“Reilly has made a decision to 
keep using them,” said Lee. “And 
it’s not like Reilly and Knight just 
happen to share the same lawyers. 
This is a law firm that is paid to 
get things on the ballot.” ▼

Draft!” joined a protest in Wash¬ 
ington that ended in a “nude-in” 
in the reflecting pool in front of 
the Washington Monument. 

In April 1971, a second and 
larger Moratorium Against the 
War was held in the capital, with 
an estimated 10,000 gay people 
taking part. Later that year, 15,000 
gay protesters swelled the ranks of 
anti-war demonstrators in a sim¬ 
ilar march in San Francisco. GLF 
members carried signs saying: 


“Soldiers: Make Each Other, Not 
War” and “Bring the Beautiful 
Boys Home.” The leftist chant, 
“Ho Ho Ho Chi Minh/Dare to 
struggle, dare to win” was trans¬ 
formed by gay participants into 
“Ho Ho Homosexual/The status 
quo is ineffectual.” 

But GLF self-destructed from 
a lack of leadership and organi¬ 
zation, and many in the gay 
movement realized that most 
leftist groups didn’t include gay 
liberation among their concerns. 
Anti-war protest and support for 
gay soldiers fighting in Vietnam 
became low priority for gay 
groups, since at home gay people 


were being harassed, arrested, 
and denied their rights. The Gay 
Activists Alliance (GAA), which 
dominated the movement after 
1970, focused on issues of more 
immediate concern to gay people 
in the states, such as legal and 
electoral politics. T

he series of photographs of 
;• public bathrooms through- 
- out the city by the Notori¬ 
ous Jim James, in a show which 
opens Monday at Mad Magda’s 
Russian Tea Room, has one of 
those perfect titles, Piss Elegant. 
Accompanied by the Ever- 
Charming Troy Gaspard, we sat 
down to dinner with James at the 
piss-elegant eatery Delfina in the 
Mission. Between forking down 
rare tuna and gulping cold white 
wine (“We’re havin’ a heat wave”), 
we begged him to tell us about 
this obsessive desire of his to take 
pics of public loos. 

Turns out the lav photos were 
a natural outgrowth of his 
nightlife scene photography. “It 
stared out as a way to finish the 
roll of film,” James said. “Then I 
found, when I was showing 
around pictures, that people real¬ 
ly responded to the toilets.” 

We guess that if you’re setting 
out to chronicle clubland, the rest 
rooms are important stops on the 
itinerary. Everyone hits the john at 
some point or another during a 
night out, if not always for its in¬ 
tended purpose. James’ series of 
porcelain halos — some hellish, 
some inviting — is an intriguing 
departure for the veteran SF scene 
photog. Better known for his inti¬ 
mate portraits of male pulchritude 
and candid studies of erotic 
dancers and go-go boys, James’ 
camera eye has always been inter¬ 
ested in basic plumbing, but in the 
past it’s always been plumbing 
of the human variety. 

The photos in Piss El¬ 
egant are interesting 
the way any series is 
compelling: you notice 
the variations, but you 
also see the essential 
sameness of the fix¬ 
tures. The more graph¬ 
ic shots of excreto¬ 
ry landscapes are 
not in the show, 
which is, after all, 
hanging in a cafe. But you get the 
idea. Artist’s reception Monday, 
Sept. 6, 7-9 p.m.; Piss Elegant 
shows at Mad Magda’s, 579 Hayes, 
through the month. 

Making noise 

The crowd at the opening of 
the Sounds Like Art show last 
weekend at Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts had a thirsty ear. 
That’s good, since there was plen¬ 
ty of sound-based art around. 
MacArthur Fellow (the “genius” 
award) artist Trimpin’s room¬ 
sized installation Conloninpurple 
is a tribute to visionary composer 
for player piano Conlon Nancar- 
row; hanging purple horns in per¬ 
petual motion ring out with elec¬ 
troacoustic pulses. It’s beautiful to 
see as well as hear; the artist him¬ 
self was moved to samba before 
the end of the evening. 

Former Survival Research Lab¬ 
oratories artist/provocateur Matt 
Heckert scores with the large 
gallery full of his robotic Birds, 
booming their percussive song in 
a glorious din. Of course, Richard 
Wagner’s orchestras were using 
much the same device a century 
ago; it’s called the thundersheet. 
But Heckert has created some¬ 
thing beautiful and cacophonous. 

We enjoyed catching part of 
the doc about seminal punk band 
Half Japanese: The Band Who 
Would Be King in the Screening 
Room, and relived memories of 
hearing Jad and David Fair per¬ 
form live in Baltimore. We lis¬ 
tened to a portion of the set from 
Pusaka Sunda, a gamelan group, 
in the Forum. We sipped barely 
drinkable wine and cavorted with 
the Usual Suspects. But the

most fun we had was watching the 
opening night creatures play away 
on the invented and artist-made 
instruments curated by Wattis 
Artist-in-Residence Beth 
Custer, those that were 
available for music¬ 
making. It was sort 
of like being in the 
daycare pit with a 
mess of Fischer-Price 
toys and many ener¬ 
getic toddlers. 

Bess actress 

Word down the 
grapevine is that 
Gods and Monsters 
director Bill Condon’s next pro¬ 
ject has the working title Queen 
Bess — The Bess Myerson Story. 
Though the film is still in prepro¬ 
duction, already batted around as 
possibilities for the title role are 
glamorous movie stars Glenn 
Close, Meryl Streep and An¬ 



nette Bening. But wait a minute: 
We know Bening is a born 
brunette, and that makes sense, 
but as for Streep and Close, wasn’t 
Myerson definitely not a blonde? 
We’re sure some queen some¬ 
where has an opinion about this. 

Nichyssoise 

Last week during a fall preview 
in his Polkstrasse cinema for pro¬ 
fessional opinion-makers, Lu- 
miere manager E.J. Hamacher 
admitted he had “finally decided 
what we were doing here at the 
Lumiere calendar. We can bring 
smaller films that are searching 
for their market that don’t neces¬ 


sarily have distributors. We can 
show them on an experimental 
basis, and gauge the audience re¬ 
action.” Oh, so then we’re art-film 
guinea pigs, are we? 

The Lumiere’s owner, Land¬ 
mark Theatres, the self-described 
“nation’s only art film chain” 
(“Yes, I’d like a Fellini Frapucci- 
no with soy milk latte, to go”), 
“despite being national,” is a valu¬ 
able resource here in the Gay Area 
for showing the stuff Middle 
America is definitely not getting 
out in the megaplexes. There are 
plenty of features on the Lumiere 
calendar we’re planning to cover 
this fall, including Get Bruce, Bed¬ 
rooms and Hallways, Hard and 
Beefcake. But why do we have this 
feeling we’re being ghettoized, just 
because “our kinda stuff” winds 
up for 1-week runs at the art-film 
franchise in the heart of the Polk 
Street ghetto? 

It’s so cozy here in this “trial 
niche!” As part of the perks of the 
biz, the Lumiere gets those yummy 
brand-new 35mm prints from re¬ 
stored negatives of the (director)

Coming soon to 
a cinema near you 

Plenty of queer films in the pipeline

he next few months should 

* see a wealth of homo and 
homo-inflected features hit¬ 
ting rep houses across the land. 
Some-of these films will be famil¬ 
iar to diligent queer cinephiles 
who saw them at recent film festi¬ 
vals; others are unknown quanti¬ 
ties that at least sound tantalizing. 
If this mini-tsunami doesn’t turn 
out a steady stream of classics, at 
least the sheer number of entries 
should be heartening. 

A few gay features are already 
happily occupying movie screens 
at this writing, among them Jim 
Fall’s trick, which made an im¬ 
pression at this year’s SF Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival due to its two sexy leading 
boys (one hesitates to call them 
men) and a stellar performance 
by Tori Spelling as a particularly 
beleaguered fag hag. 

Patrice Chereau’s Those Who 
Love Me Can Take the Train 
sounds promising. It stars Jean- 
Louis Tritignant as a dead bisexu¬ 
al painter mourned and recalled 
by a variety of lovers of both sexes. 
Fans of the director’s earlier Queen 
Margot, which was notorious in 
select circles for its male nudity, 
may enjoy this Cesar winner. 

The Merchant-Ivory team has 
been viewed alternately as 
thoughtful interpreters of histori¬ 
cal homosex and bloodless, Mas¬ 
terpiece Theatre-style cop-outs. 
Gary Sinyor’s Stiff Upper Lips, due 
this fall, may satisfy both camps 
with its tale of a mock-tormented 
upper-class twit’s affair with a 
working-class hunk in turn-of- 
the-century Britain. Any film de¬ 
scribed as a marriage of the Zuck- 
er brothers and Merchant-Ivory 
bears a look. 

Rose Troche’s Bedrooms and 
Hallways was greeted with scorn 
by some who saw it at the last 
queer film fest, but this story of a 
queer boy’s liaison with an alleged 
straight guy deserves attention, if 
only to see where Troche, who di¬ 
rected the New Queer Cinema 
classic Go Fish, wants to take us. 
Opens here in late September. 

Shameless 

Another September entry is 
Andy Kuehn’s Get Bruce, billed as 
“a look at the man [Bruce Vi- 
lanch] behind the jokes” of 
Whoopi, Bette, Billy (Crystal), 
Robin, et al. Early reviews declare 
this a disastrous exercise in nar¬ 


cissism, but camp followers may 
get a kick out of watching clueless 
egomaniacal stars and their writer 
exchanging shameless praise, 
along with apparently fabricated 
sequences showing their interplay. 

October ups or downs the 
camp ante, depending on your 
viewpoint, with Mark Illsley’s 
Happy, Texas. This film, about two 
escaped prisoners pretending to 
be gay, sounds like a throwback to 
a particularly irritating genre, but 
the film played to appreciative au¬ 
diences at Sundance, and the buzz 
on the Internet — not exactly a 
reliable barometer of anything — 
is positive. Comments like, “I 
nearly bust a gut,” and, “Very little 
swearing, violence or sex” contain 
their own caveat. 

Thom Fitzgerald made a 
splash last year with The Hanging 
Garden. He returns to the screen 
with Beefcake, which was, inex¬ 
plicably, jealously guarded by the 
distributor when it played at this 
year’s SFILGFF. Early reviews sug¬ 
gest the reason for the hesitancy 
may be problems with the direc¬ 
tor’s mix of fact and fiction in 
rendering the story of Bob Mizer, 
pioneering interpreter of half- 
naked bodybuilders and Physique 
Pictorial magazine. Nonetheless, 
the film’s alleged nonstop stream 
of nude and half-nude men will 
surely compensate for any artistic 
lapses. Opens October 15. 

Also slated for October is 
Lukas Moodysson’s fabulous teen 
lesbian dramedy Show Me Love. 
Originally titled Fucking Amal, 
this film redeems the voyeuristic 
sleaze of Larry Clark’s Kids in its 
pithy, funny, and oh-so-natural 


portrayal of Swedish slacker youth 
and what happens when two of 
their number become unrepen¬ 
tant dykes. 

Scheduled for early November 
is a debatable resurrection, Tinto 
Brass’ Caligula, which manages to 
make one of the more fascinating 
historical characters dull. Fans of 
Roman history may get a few 
laughs from this torpid, idiotic 
Bob Guccione production, and 
when all else fails, there are at least 
some blatant cocksucking se¬ 
quences to while away the film’s 
seemingly endless running time. 

On a grittier note is Ana 
Kokkinos’ Head On, also slated 
for November, which turned 
many a head at the last SFILGFF. 
Hunky Greek slacker boy Ari is 
tormented by what some would 
view as a paradisical lifestyle — 
swilling drugs, chatting with drag 
queens, and having loads of sleazy 
street sex with strangers. His an¬ 
gelic good looks add to the down- 
beat fun. 

Hilary Brougher’s The Sticky 
Fingers of Time, promised for this 
season, is one of those head 
movies that at least challenge the 
viewer, even if they don’t satisfy. 
This one is a confusing mix of 
time travel, two female writers, 
and lots of dream sequences. 

Director Andrew Bergman lit¬ 
erally slung the dish in his earlier 
Soapdish, but was also responsible 
for the execrable Demi Moore 
teasefest Striptease. He weighs in 
with the comedy Isn’t She Great, 
which should be of interest, if 
only for its hypercamp cast: Bette 
Midler, Nathan Lane, and David 
Hyde Pierce. 

Other coming films of interest 
to image-hungry queer audiences 
include Danny Boyle’s The Beach, 
with “is he or isn’t he?” megastar 
Leonardo di Caprio and Tilda 
Swinton; yet another cinema re¬ 
tread of a 70s TV show, Charlie’s 
Angels; a fictionalized version of 
The Brandon Teena Story called 
Boys Don’t Cry; tranny melodra¬ 
ma All About My Mother, which 
won Pedro Almodovar a Best Di¬ 
rector award at Cannes; and John 
Schlesinger’s The Next Best Thing, 
billed as “the fag hag movie to end 
all fag hag movies.” The stars? 
Madonna and Rupert Everett. 
’Nuffsaid! ▼

follies with a single festival. 

“The only parameter is that the 
director be a woman,” says Ben 
Dov, who has kindly bike-messen- 
gered the press tapes herself. “Is¬ 
sues run the gamut. These films 
are not about [so-called] women’s 
issues or overcoming adversity. 
The festival lets you see what mak¬ 
ers are doing around the world, 
without the backing of a studio.” 

In her quest to get more peo¬ 
ple to give experimental film a 
chance, the wily programmer has 
grouped the shorts thematically, 
nesting the more challenging 
films in among the more benign. 
Opening night, September 7, 
“Lost in Translation” addresses 
gaps in history, memory, and 
communication. Austrian Elke 
Groen’s Tito Material, a montage 
of scratchy footage of the erst¬ 
while dictator found amidst some 
Yugoslavian rubble, should test 
the audience’s mettle. Easier to as¬ 
similate will be Dover Street by 
SF’s own Imelda Picherit. 

“Interior Worlds,” September 
14, “unpacks the inner workings of 
the alienated and the evolution of 
the young and naive,” according to 
the press release. Works by Bar¬ 
bara Albert, Marcella Moran, Jen¬ 
nifer Reeves, Charlene Shih and 
Kimi Takesue are featured. “Dark 
Mirrors” September 21, takes on 
sex, death and love through the 
genres of horror, sci-fi and gothic 
fairy tales. Star directors Sally “Or¬ 
lando” Potter and Abigail Child 
should pull in the crowds. 


The festival wraps on Septem¬ 
ber 28 with the underground cult 
mistresspiece Born in Flames 
(1983) by Lizzie Borden, a fabu¬ 
lous film stimulating and satisfy¬ 
ing in both form and content. 
Shot on video and transferred to 
16 mm, this radical feminist man- 
ifesto-cum-wet dream captures 
the revolutionary buzz of the 
videocamera just then becoming 
widely accessible. Recent events at 
KPFA add the fillip of topicality to 
the fantasy of a TV station’s 
takeover by black and white leftist 
punk intellectual lesbians and sin¬ 
gle mothers. Not to be missed. 

Ben-Dov hopes this line-up of 
films will shake up the academic 


types adept at “reading” movies, 
as well as the montage-wary. “I 
want to encourage audience 
members to take an active role in 
watching film,” she says. “I want 
them on the edge of their seats, 
grappling with the images set be¬ 
fore them — not melting into 
their chairs.” ▼

'i ust because the screen’s hung

• tree doesn’t mean the images 
projected will be anything but 
lush. Ariella Ben-Dov, director 
and curator of MadCat Women’s 
International Film Festival, as¬ 
sures me the El Rio Outdoor Cin- 
jema, where MadCat plays every 
Tuesday this month, has a great 
projector and four high walls. 

Ben-Dov, 27, is the kind of 
woman who takes her resolution 
seriously. An associate producer 
for Women’s Educational Media, 


Debra Chasnoff’s bunch, she just

W hen the New York Times 
reviewed the Beatles’ pop 
animation film Yellow 
Submarine upon its release 31 
years ago, the paper of record 
noted only that the George Dun¬ 
ning-directed flick contained 
“some lovely visual ideas.” 

That was perhaps the biggest 
critical understatement of 1968. 
This 90-minute cartoon feature is 
awash in so much extravagant im¬ 
agery it could easily serve as an 
archive of the graphic styles of the 
1960s and then some. Surrealism, 
Pop and Op art, Dada, Art Nou¬ 
veau, Xerox Art, it’s all here, bub¬ 
bling alongside a rich impasto of 
visual styles reflecting such art 
world movers and shakers as 
Robert Rauschenberg, Peter Max, 
Robert Indiana, Andy Warhol and 
a host of others. Though the film 
was made primarily to show off the 
Beatles’ music-making — it boasts 
a dozen of the band’s songs — the 
Fab Four is nearly upstaged by art 
designer Heinz Edelmann, whose 
work here is among the best in the 
annals of animation (surprisingly, 
the German designer never made 
another animated film). 

The Times will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to revisit its assessment 
now that MGM has restored the 
film to its pristine condition. The 
overhaul includes, among other 
things, a new stereomix sound¬ 
track that replaces a song segment 
cut from the US version. 

Psychedelic landscapes dotted 
with human profiles, heads that 
explode with flowers, landscapes 
that morph into multi-winged 
creatures, floating teeth, gigantic 
“boot beasts” that stomp out foes, 
and a monster that vomits whole 
cities, Yellow Submarine puts to 
shame the animated films of 
today, which by and large are 
short on ideas and long on banal, 
pulverizing effects. Any visual 
trick can be achieved today with 


the aid of a computer, it’s true, but 
films like A Bug's Life and Antz, 
and any number of other Disney- 
inspired flicks, seem played out 
after five minutes. Yellow Subma¬ 
rine is a relentless profusion of 
imagery and ideas, yet for all its 
aggressive styling, one never feels 
pummeled, as much as elated by 
the film’s vitality. 

The technical feats in this 
decades-old film look amazingly 
fresh, especially its polarized and 
back-lit lighting effects. But in 
other ways, Yellow Submarine is a 
conspicuous product of its time. 
The story is vintage ’60s. When 
the happy, music-loving people of 
Pepperland suddenly find them¬ 
selves under attack by a posse of 


music-hating miscreants called 
Blue Meanies, the Fab Four foil 
their plans for world domination 
by overpowering them with love. 

Smug ’90s types may sneer at 
such a beguiling, if naive, conceit, 
but the remarkable thing about 
Yellow Submarine that comes 
through in every frame of the 
film, and certainly in each one of 
the Beatles’ unforgettable songs, is 
the sense that everyone involved 
with this project wasn’t just mak¬ 
ing a film, they were merrily 
trawling the Zeitgeist. V

'Teaching Mrs. Tingle'

' ' orget anything you’ve read 
^ about gay boy media maven 
Is Kevin Williamson’s new film 

Teaching Mrs. Tingle — it’s a lot 
more fun than critics allow. 
Williamson, one of the only out 
fags in Hollywood, progenitor of 
Scream and Dawson’s Creek and 
author of the only queer teen sto¬ 
ryline on TV, debuts as a director 
here (he also wrote the saucy 
screenplay). Williamson imbues 
the film with a very queer edge: 
acerbic, vicious and mean-spirit¬ 
ed in the manner of a pissed-off 
Oscar Wilde, or Quentin Crisp on 
any Wednesday. 

Mrs. Eve Tingle (played with 
alacrity by the always stellar Helen 
Mirren) is the embodiment of 
everything one despised about 
high school. Viciously conde¬ 
scending to students and teachers 


alike, Tingle adheres to the rule 
she gives one student: “Don’t 
shoot unless you mean it.” Ven¬ 
omous to a fault, she’s out to get 
anyone and everyone with a Pa- 
solini-style sadism; not surpris¬ 
ingly, everyone loathes Tingle, but 
no one knows how to bring her to 
her knees. 

From her first scene, Mirren 
steals this film lock, stock and 
crossbow (a weapon that makes 
repeated appearances in — and 
out of — Tingle’s world history 
class) with her nuanced perfor¬ 
mance, taking Tingle into the 
realm of classic villainesses Mir¬ 
ren played in her Shakespearean 
days. Think Medea teaching high 
school. Be afraid, be very afraid. 

In the last week before gradua¬ 
tion, final projects determine class 
ranking. Good girl Leigh Ann 
(played by Dawson’s Creek 
tomboy Katie Holmes) must get 
an “A” from Tingle to become

valedictorian, win the scholarship 
she needs to go to college, and es¬ 
cape the vicissitudes of small 
town life that have made her 
mother, Faye (in a nice uncredited

SF Opera fall season on disc

E n general, as that famous 
“French” soprano, Leontyne 
Price, used to say, I am in 
favor of practicality in the opera 
house. And heaven knows that no 
one was more practical than the 
late Kurt Herbert Adler, who 
forced the San Francisco Opera 
kicking and screaming into the 
20th century. He ruthlessly cut 
Die Frau ohne Schatten and Les 
Troyens when he gave the Ameri¬ 
can professional premieres of 
both works; Adler had no truck 
with pettifogging musicological 
minutiae. 

Still, grateful as one was to 
hear even half of Les Troyens in 
the ’60s, that was then and this is 
now. We are all, audiences and 
performers, more educated and 
sophisticated. Yet there is still a 
“practical” (why do I want to call 
it “cavalier?”) attitude towards 


musicology on Van Ness Avenue. 
Nowhere has this been more dis¬ 
appointingly demonstrated than 
in SFO’s approach to French 
opera. Maybe you didn’t know 
that Don Carlos and Les Vepres Si- 
ciliennesvtere French operas? Pos¬ 
sibly not, because SFO insists on 
performing them in Italian trans¬ 
lations, as if we were living in Mi¬ 
lano. 

One of the “practical” prob¬ 
lems about presenting operas in 
French is that for over a century, 
Italian has been the lingua franca 
of opera. If singers have learned 
Les Vepres in Italian (as I Vespri Si- 
ciliani ), they balk at re-learning it 
in French just because some hip 
opera company wants to be au¬ 
thentic. (The composer has no say 
in this.) At least that is what 
singers tell me. SFO, under the 
late Terry McEwen and his music 
director, Sir John Pritchard, dared 
present the French Don Carlos in 
1986. Famous singers such as Pilar 
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Lorengar and Neil Shicoff learned 
it in French. It was the single 
greatest Verdi experience I’ve ever 
had. 

The real reason, I think, that 
nobody wants to take on French 
operas by other than French com¬ 
posers is that French is a difficult 
language for non-natives to sing. 
Though it actually makes every¬ 
body who sings it sound better, 
those French vowels give Italians 
and Germans stomach trouble, 
and only a few Americans manage 
to sound both comfortable and 
authentic. 

Also, the classic French style is 
intimate and full of expressive ru- 
bato. Today’s singers can seldom 
afford to be intimate. Since opera 
houses are bigger, orchestras are 
larger and conductors less sympa¬ 
thetic, singers often address their 
beloveds as if he or she were a 
town meeting. As for rubato, ask 
experienced conductors such as 
Richard Bonynge and Julius 
Rudel. They’ll tell you that vocal 
training is so appalling every¬ 
where that almost no singers of 
any nationality are secure enough 
that they can tease the rhythm 
(the definition of rubato) with 
confidence. 

So that’s why I’m previewing 
the coming San Francisco Opera 
season by alerting you to French 
recordings, some of them histori¬ 
cal. Don’t take my word for it. Lis¬ 
ten and be amazed at how differ¬ 
ent then was from now. Please 
also notice that some of the liber¬ 
ties these old singers take would 
not be allowed today. Not every¬ 
thing is going to Hell in a hand- 
basket. 

Un Ballo in Maschera 

(Verdi) — The opening night 
opera has a French alter-ego, but 
it is by Daniel Auber (Le bal 
masque), the most unlucky com¬ 
poser in operatic history; he also 
wrote a Manon Lescaut, eclipsed 
by Puccini’s version. Verdi, to my 
knowledge, never prepared a 
French Un Ballo, but he did 
arrange II trovatore for Paris in 
1857. A 1998 live recording of Le 
trouvere (Dynamic; two discs) 
proves to be one of the more ex¬ 
citing Trovatore s on disc. We get 
whiplash rhythmic drive from 
conductor Marco Guidarini and 
some knockout singing from Iano 
Tamar (Leonore), Sylvie Brunet 
(Azucena) and the virile Chinese 



Manrique, Warren Mok, who not 
only nails the high notes but can 
sing softly and phrase like a lover, 
not just a testosterone-mad tenor. 
Un Ballo plays Sept. 11,14,19,23, 
25, 28, Oct. 1 8c 6. 

Louise (Charpentier) — For 
years, all Americans knew of this 
fragrant paean to fin de siecle Paris 
was Dorothy Kirsten’s radiant 
recording of Louise’s aria, “Depuis 
le jour.” Kirsten is still tops in my 
book, and I’ve heard Beverly Sills 
sing the role, but nostalgists will 
tell you that Ninon Vallin was the 
ideal Louise. She sings on a 1935 
recording made in Paris of the 
composer’s own abridged gramo¬ 
phone version (Nimbus Prima 
Voce). It’s a smashing idea, since 
an uncut Louise often seems 
longer than Parsifal and not as 
funny. But I have a problem with 
early century French sopranos. 
That tight vibrato was part of all 
singers’ technique in those days, 
but French ladies added a coy, kit¬ 
tenish layer that I imagine was 
considered ideally “feminine.” 
Today it is just cloying. The real 
star of this Louise is tenor Georges 
Thill, who has exactly the right 
heft for Julien, once described to 
me by a smart conductor as “a 
French Lohengrin,” requiring a 
strong, high, lyrical-dramatic 
voice. Louise plays Sept. 13,16,18, 
22,26,29, Oct. 2. 

La Favorite (Donizetti) — 
Congratulations to SFO for final¬ 
ly doing this French opera in its 
original language and for casting 
it from strength. Sonia Ganassi’s

local debut should be a major 
event. Volume 2 of the “Pathe 
Opera Series” is a 1912 version of 
Favorite (Marston; two discs). 
Recording guru Ward Marston 
has fixed the pitch and joined the 
sides, but hasn’t been able to get 
rid of all the noise. I’ve found that 
if you set the volume high and re¬ 
pair to another room, most of 
what you hear is pure vocalism. If 
the glam photo on the cover does¬ 
n’t convince you that Ketty 
Lapeyrette is the bee’s knees, her 
insinuating mezzo will scald your 
jeans; her kind of femininity 
never goes out of style. She’s ele¬ 
gant and impassioned as a king’s 
mistress unfortunately in love 
with a tenor. Baritone Henri Al¬ 
bers’ macho King Alphonse is a 
worthy playmate, but tenor 
Robert Lassalle, while stylish, is no 
Alfredo Kraus. Still, this perfor¬ 
mance from the Comique orches¬ 
tra, while occasionally something 
of a scramble, reminds us what a 
fabulous opera Favorite is, with 
juicy arias for the principals and 
two levitating ensembles. La Fa¬ 
vorite plays Sept. 24,30, Oct. 5,10, 
13,16. 

Lucia di Lammermoor 

(Donizetti) — I’m not sure why 
we need two Donizetti operas in a 
row, but don’t think my French 
theme is fading yet. Surely you re¬ 
member the scene in Madame Bo¬ 
vary where Emma goes to the 
opera ( Lucie de Lammermoor just 
happens to be playing) and falls in 
love with the tenor, fantasizing 
about being his mistress? Lucie, of 
course, is the way they did all 
opera in the 19th century, in the 
language of the audience rather 
than of the composer. A couple of 
years ago a provincial French 
company recorded Lucie, but the 
performance is so bad that I 
wouldn’t wish it on a deaf dog. 
The good news is that there are 
half a dozen fine recordings of 
Lucia di Lammermoor in its origi¬ 
nal Italian. My favorites are 
Callas/Karajan live in Berlin 
(EMI; two discs); Joan Suther¬ 
land’s first Lucy with tenor Rena- 
to Cioni, recorded around the 
time she made her SFO debut in 
1961 (Decca; two discs); and 
Richard Bonynge’s high-flying 
version with the underrated Edita 
Gruberova (what a pity she never 
sang at SFO) and Neil Shicoff

H fter the summer drought, 
the fall deluge — of dance 
W % events, that is! I finally got 
caught up on my sleep the past 
few weeks, but starting this 
month, it will be musical theater 
seats again, as I try to catch as 
much dance as humanly possible. 
I don’t know if there is a Guinness 
record, or if the Bay Area calendar 
even puts us in the running, 
though it looks like there should 
be plenty to keep us happy. 

In an attempt to impose some 
order on these listings of upcom¬ 
ing dance, I have broken them 
into three categories, though 
some of the ballet companies are 
quite modern despite the use of 
pointe shoes, and one company is 
combining contemporary with 
two forms of ethnic dance. And 
our local choreographers are also 
setting pieces on companies be¬ 
sides their own. The lines between 
categories are getting more blur¬ 
ry every year, and to someone like 
me who avoids labeling in gener¬ 
al, that’s progress. Within each 
group the performances are in 
chronological order. 

Ballet 

Diablo Ballet, for those in the 
East Bay (but well worth crossing 
the bridge for), leads off with a 
free concert on Labor Day, Sep¬ 
tember 6 at the Concord Pavilion 
Dance Festival, at the Concord 
Pavilion, 1 p.m., with a mixed bill 
including E Medley, choreo¬ 
graphed by Nikolai Kabaniaev to 
Pete Escovedo’s music of the same 
name.

having suffered through King of 
the Hill, The Family Guy and The 
Norm Show, we know a stupid guy 
show when we see one). However, 
since it sports (no pun intended) 
the only new queer character this 
season, we will be forced to watch 
— and gag as we go. Speaking of 
gagging, NBC’s Cold Feet looks 
disturbingly like thirtysomething 
meets Providence and exudes het¬ 
erosexual angst in a way that 
makes us retch as we reach for our 
remote. Waaaay too cutesy and 
icky. 

Meanwhile, what shows are 
not reprises are spin-offs, which 
is, for those who don’t watch TV, 
a network declension of reprise. 
Some shows sound like spin-offs 
of each other — CBS has Now 
and Again starring John Good¬ 
man (this show is actually about 
dejd vu) and ABC has Once and 
Again, with Sela Ward (and from 
the people who brought us thir¬ 
tysomething — who are now all 
fiftysomething — and My So- 
Called Life), which is about how 
love for heterosexuals is better the 
second time around. We have 
NBC’s Third Watch, the para¬ 
medic version of ER (and since 
ER is losing every interesting 
character and/or actor it has, spin 
out might be a better term) from 
the ER creators. Call this Rescue 
911 with pretty people and lots of 
make-up. NBC also offers Law & 
Order: Special Victims Unit — the 
innovative title says it all. 

The WB proffers Angel, spun- 
off from our fave cult hit, Buffy, 
the Vampire Slayer, starring People 
pretty boy from our very own 
hood, hunky David Boreanaz. 
Angel also steals Buffy bad girl 
Charisma Carpenter (Cordelia). 
For cultists, goths and those who 
always wanted to blow up their 
high schools, but since it was be¬ 
fore A1 Gore invented the Inter¬ 
net, didn’t know how. That same 
crew will also like the WB’s 
Roswell, the only new conspiracy- 
theory UFO show this season — 
but since it’s on the WB, nobody 
is older than 20.

I m verything old is new again. 
Not only is every other 
' “new” song a cover of 
something from our youth, not 
only is The Gap playing Dono¬ 
van’s Mellow Yellow (which in our 
youth was a covert queer song, 
and in the Gap commercials is out 
there queer) to sell cords, not only 
is our 14-year-old niece wearing 
exactly the same clothes we were 
wearing in high school (except the 
lipstick is now black instead 
of white), but TV looks 
like a series of flash¬ 
backs as well. Too 
many acids trips in 
our youth?

Take boomer David Kelley, 
who wants to grow up to be 
Aaron Spelling and have every 
third program on TV that isn’t 
Datelinebe his brain (well, maybe 
that’s a stretch) child. We like The 
Practice with that tight-assed 
cuteypie Dylan McDermott and 
the fabu fat chick, Camryn Man- 
heim. We do not like Ally McBeal 
— in part because we find con¬ 
centration camp chic a little 
creepy and in part because we like 
our humor to have a little sophis¬ 
tication. We have come to despise 
Chicago Hope because we never 
liked stereotypes, but this season 
Kelley has basically dumped the 
old cast and brought in new blood 
(well, people from his other, now 
deceased, shows like Picket Fences, 
which we liked until it got really 
silly). And Barbara Hershey is a 
particular guilty pleasure of ours, 
even with the lip implants (she 
starred as a lesbian in a TV movie 
when we were very young and we 
have never gotten over it); we 
can’t quite see her as a brain sur¬ 
geon, but we’re willing to give it a 
try. And of course, we are still 
waiting for Doc Hancock to get a 
storyline. 

Kelley’s newest baby is Snoops, 
to premiere on ABC, which is 
Charlie’s Angels revisited. Cheryl 
Ladd, who was one of the old an¬ 
gels, did some diplomatic dissing 
of the whole concept recently in 
an interview, suggesting it might 
be out of date. (How dare she live 
in the moment!) We tend to agree, 
but watch if you like that sort of 
thing — we prefer our Mystery! 
on PBS. 


Has-been roll call 

Then there’s Ladies Night with 
Alfred Molina (oh, how the 
mighty have fallen), Betty White 
and Dixie Carter, which looks sus¬ 
piciously like a hybrid of The 
Golden Girls and Designing 
Women — and of course stars one 
ancient has-been actress from 
each. This will no doubt be a 
wrinkle room hit; we can already 
hear the VCRs whirring in the 
homes of our favorite interior 
decorators. 

Another case of dejcl vu is 


NBC’s Freaks and Geeks (nice 
title), about what high school was 
really like way, way back in — 
grab the Geritol, honey, and some 
Centrum, too —1980! This is an¬ 
other hybrid — of Boy Meets 
World, Welcome Back, Kotter and 
a whole raft of shows you never 
watched because you were already 
too old and had more than three 
brain cells, despite the acid. The 
eponymous freaks and geeks are 
all straight of course (and all boys, 
because girls are never geeks), so 
it isn’t like any high school we ever 
heard of (or attended, and we 
went to a few, in part be¬ 
cause we came out in 
high school). Fox has 
a variation on this 
theme with Get Real, 
which takes place in 
1999 but looks a 
whole lot funnier, 
though one 
still needs to 
be in the prop¬ 
er age range, 
which would be hovering around 
pubescence. 

Speaking of those who hover 
around pubescents, Kevin 
Williamson, who appeared in 
bondage on a recent cover of the 
Advocate, which is apparently the 
only way to get actual gay people 
to be in the magazine, said on 
ABC’s Politically Incorrect last 
week that the WB’s fan fave Daw¬ 
son’s Creek, which he produces, 
will be stepping up the queer sto¬ 
ryline with Jack. If Williamson’s 
delightful black comedy, Teach¬ 
ing Mrs. Tingle (Helen Mirren is 
another of our guilty pleasures), 
is any indicator (there’s a whole 
lot of queer subtext there and 
one very interesting scene be¬ 
tween teen heartthrob Barry 
Watson from the WB’s Seventh 
Heaven and his coach), queer 
teens will be in for a treat at the 
Creek. 

The remarkable lack of upset 
over the intergenerational love af¬ 
fair (Pacey and his older woman 
teacher) on Creek as well as the 
rampant number of older 
woman/younger man storylines 
on the soaps plus the demograph¬ 
ics of the TV audience has 
spawned interest in that idea — 
hence ABC’s Then Came You (we 
know what we’d like this show to 
be about), about an older (she’s 33 
— Betty White, move over) 
woman and a younger (he’s 22) 
man. We’re slapping our thighs al¬ 
ready at the possibilities — or was 
that just our Thighmaster acting 
up again? 


It’s a guy thing 

Then we have ABC’s Oh Grow 
Up, which is what we want to say 
to everyone who produced this 
season’s TV line-up. This is Men 
Behaving Badly blended with The 
Odd Couple, with a soup^on of 
Friends, and it looks especially 
stupid, even for a guy show (and 
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Ughts!

'In the Life' continues its PBS run

8$ ilm as propaganda is as old 
as the medium itself — just 
H ask Leni Riefenstahl, who is 
also as old as filmmaking. So it 
should surprise no one that film 
comes right after the Bible as a 
proof text for any ideology one 
wants to espouse (in Riefenstahl’s 
case, Nazism). And that is the tit¬ 
ular topic of this month’s In the 
Life (PBS), the only truly queer 
program on network television. 
Five intriguing spots and the win¬ 
ner of In the Life's 1999 short film 
and video contest make up the 
hour, and nearly all of it fasci¬ 
nates. 

Film distribution is the subject 
of the first spot, by In the Life's 
star reporter, Jonathan Capehart, 
who won a Pulitzer Prize this year 
for distinguished editorial writing 
(having been a nominee in this 
category ourselves, we were im¬ 
pressed). This segment includes 
interviews with film distributors 
like Mike Thomas, a founder of 
San Francisco-born Strand Re¬ 
leasing, which just enjoyed a ret¬ 
rospective at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. How 
queer films get “out there” could 
be grist for a full-length docu¬ 
mentary, but this short spot cer¬ 
tainly gives the viewer a sense of 
the process and how lucky we are 
that a handful of rrien and women 
got the reels spinning. 

Most queers who love film also 
love the bad boy of Baltimore, 
John Waters. The profile of him is 
exactly what one would expect — 
witty, acerbic and somewhat 
risque. Waters fans will be pleased 
— especially to see early stills of 
him directing such camp cult 
(and scat) classics as Pink Flamin¬ 
goes and Desperate Living. He talks 
about queers and film, why he 
lives and works in Baltimore, how 
he went from cult queen to Hol¬ 
lywood hipster, and more. Waters’ 
basic take on queerness: What we 
suffer makes us strong and more 
creative. 

‘Battle for the box’ 

The propaganda war over the 
so-called “homosexual agenda” 
has been the stuff of Christian TV 
and PBS programming other than 
In the Life. Academy Award-win¬ 
ning documentarian Debra Chas- 
noff made a film, It's Elementary, 
about how homophobia was 
being addressed in grade schools 
around the country (her film,

Leigh Ann, her best friend Jo Lynn 
(Marisa Coughlin), and the bad 
boy they both desire, Luke ( Seventh 
Heaven's Barry Watson) get caught 
in a compromising ethical position 
by Tingle. They go to her house 
later to beg forgiveness, and things 
go from bad to worse (the campi- 
ness of the music in this scene 
alone is worth the price of admis¬ 
sion). Tingle ends up in bondage, 
friends turn against friends (or do 
they?), blackmail photos are taken 
and things get tres dicey. 

There are some terrific scenes 
— cuteypie Watson kissing his 
burly coach (who mistakes him 
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John Waters, interviewed by In the Life Exec. Producer Charles Ignacio 


for Tingle; he is blindfolded) and 
not minding at all (“That was in¬ 
teresting”); Mirren doing a mar¬ 
velous dominatrix turn; Cough¬ 
lin, in a small treasure of a perfor¬ 
mance, doing a fabu bit as Linda 
Blair in The Exorcist; Molly Ring- 
wald, refugee from many a teen 
flick in her own youth, as the 
campiest substitute teacher in re¬ 
cent memory. 

Make no mistake; this film has 
no happy ending. (Morality aches 
for the last scene to have ended on 
the cutting room floor, but the 
’90s demand otherwise.) This is a 
multi-layered movie about re¬ 
venge in all its many evil forms. 
Teaching Mrs. Tingle is a nasty lit¬ 
tle revenge fantasy that gives a 
nice frisson. ▼ 


which has aired on PBS in the 
states that didn’t ban it, was quite 
interesting). The film received 
critical acclaim and an Oscar 
nomination — and a firestorm of 
controversy from the religious 
right, which essentially deemed it 
a visual aid for Satan. This seg¬ 
ment investigates the “battle for 
the box” and focuses in part on 
San Francisco’s decision to run 
the film, and how Christian right¬ 
ists demanded equal air time for 
their own tale of the homosexual 
agenda in the schools (which PBS 
refused to air). We think we know 
who we’re up against in the pro¬ 
paganda wars, but this segment is 
a tad creepy; regular moms sound 
pretty scary voicing their hate 
speech in the vernacular of the 
classroom. 

What those moms would 
think of elfin Bruce Vilanch, star 
of Hollywood Squares and author 
of every funny line uttered at any 
awards show seen in this decade, 
is hard to visualize. Queen of 
queens, Vilanch is an unprepos¬ 
sessing genius of the repartee of 
the stage. He’s been the voice of 
Whoopi Goldberg, Billy Crystal 
and Bette Midler, among others, 
and his lines, delivered by these 
paragons of perfect timing, have 
provided many of us with some 
pants-pissing moments over the 
years. Who knew? This is the kind 
of profiling that makes In the Life 
a treasure. 

Alas, the reportage of Alisa 
Lebow from the gay and lesbian 
film festival of Budapest (still 


awake?) is the kind of segment In 
the Life prides itself on (no pun 
intended), but which tends to 
turn the viewer who has graduat¬ 
ed from Queer 101 right off. 
Lebow’s report focuses on how 
films help validate the efforts of 
the small but growing activist 
queer community in Hungary. 
With lots of interviews. 

Finally, the superb short film 
Tomboy by African American 
sports maven Donna Carter is a 
gem. Black and white, using a 
range of mediums, Carter’s auto¬ 
biographical short details what it 
means when little girls want to 
play sports. Sweet, moving and 
lyric, it explicates Carter’s own 
struggle to outrace her mother’s 
lace propaganda and become first 
a basketball star and then the 
publisher of the first-ever 
women’s sports page. Very nice 
work. 

Set the VCR for this ep — 
you’ll want to see Vilanch, Waters 
and Carter, for sure. ▼

assigned to cover the future First 
Lady on the campaign trail in 
1932. By the time FDR was elect¬ 
ed president, the relationship be¬ 
tween the two women had be¬ 
come so intimate that Hick decid¬ 
ed to put her illustrious writing 
career on hold in order to be near 
ER. Hickock moved into the 
White House and was given a job 
in the FDR administration. 

There was gossip among 
Washington insiders about the re¬ 
lationship, but the media looked 
the other way, as they did in con¬ 
cealing FDR’s polio and his own 
extramarital relationships. 

“In all modesty, I think my bi¬ 
ography is the first to use the 
Lorena Hickock material in a clear 
way,” says Cook in a recent inter¬ 
view. “It’s a very complicated 
story, because Hick thought that 
they were going to have an exclu¬ 
sive relationship. The tragedy was 
that ER could not give up her 
public life for the woman she 
loved. And the other side of that is 
that Hick did give up her career

Noted lesbian romance writer 
Karin Kallmaker developed an ad¬ 
ditional authorial personality and, 
writing as Laura Adams, created a 
breathtakingly haunting tale of 
interplanetary visitation with 
Night Vision (Naiad). In The 
Dawning, the second of what I 
fervently hope will be a long-run¬ 
ning series, Adams takes another 
look at the connection between 
the women of Pallas and the 
women of Earth. 

The Dawning is not so much a 
sequel as another tale in the saga 
of these women. This novel con¬ 
cerns the plight of Amanda Mar¬ 
tin, who played a small, but to her, 
unforgivable part in the 1986 
Challenger disaster. She’s spent the 
13 years since the explosion in an 
isolated cabin, blaming herself for 
the deaths. Imagine her surprise, 
and ours, when she spots Christa 
McAuliffe struggling across a 
rain-swollen river. Has Amanda fi¬ 
nally checked out of the Hotel 
Sane, is Christa really alive, or is 
something otherworldly going on? 
Adams does an extraordinary job 
creating vivid characters about 
whom we learn to care deeply. I 


was particularly impressed with 
her skill at making an incredible 
situation absolutely believable. 
The reappearance of some of the 
Night Vision characters is a real 
treat, one that made me think I’d 
enjoy rereading the first tale in the 
series. The Dawning is lovely, sexy, 
and smart, a novel that invites us 
to ponder the imponderable. 
Quite an achievement for an alter- 
ego, don’t you think? ▼

M M hirty-seven years after her 
|| death, Eleanor Roosevelt re- 
11 mains a giant of an Ameri¬ 
can icon, respected almost univer¬ 
sally as a pioneering female leader 
and humanitarian, and revered by 
many as a lover of other women. 
While some historians refuse to 
acknowledge the ample evidence 
of ER’s romantic relationship with 
the famous journalist Lorena 
Hickock, the gay and lesbian 
world long ago adopted the larg¬ 
er-than-life First Lady and politi¬ 
cal activist as “one of us.” 

“Unless you’re a really homo- 
phobic person who just doesn’t 
want to face the truth, you really 
have to see that this is one of the 
most abiding and absorbing and 
intimate and erotic relationships 
that we’ve come upon in history,” 
says Blanche Wiesen Cook, author 
of Eleanor Roosevelt; Volume 2; 
1933-1938 (Viking, $34.95), the 
recently-published second book 
of her definitive three-volume bi¬ 
ography, this one dealing with the 
New Deal years of FDR’s presi¬ 
dency. Cook, a professor of histo¬ 
ry and gay and lesbian studies at 
the City College of New York, has 
spent two decades researching 
and writing about her subject. 

In the final chapter of Volume 
1 (Penguin, $16.95), which covers 
ER’s life from her birth in 1884 
until she became First Lady in 
1933, Cook presents the full story 
of Lorena Hickock (affectionately 
called “Hick” by ER). A very 
prominent reporter for the Asso¬ 
ciated Press, Hickock became ac¬

Foland and Marcus Haddock 
(who?) hardly have the glamour 
or name recognition of husband- 
and-wife team Roberto Alagna 
and Angela Gheorghiu, but the 
program is rich and varied. The 
closing scene from Act I of La Bo- 
heme and the duet from Act I of 
Otello will be duplicated with the 
second-string singers, and they 
wouldn’t have been chosen if 
MTT didn’t know something we 
should know about, too. 

Another early season concert 
of special appeal will feature more 
opera and song, as the phenome¬ 
nal soprano Deborah Voigt essays 
the final scene from Salome and 
the first SFS performances of 
Samuel Barber’s Andromache’s 
Farewell, Opus 39. These pro¬ 
grams include Mozart’s Sympho¬ 
ny No. 35, Haffner, and Janacek’s 
tangy Sinfonietta. 

Power bars 

The following weeks continue 
to spike the power flow, with 
Principal Keyboardist Robin 
Sutherland at center stage for the 
remarkable Symphony No. 2, Age 
of Anxiety by Leonard Bernstein, 
with Beethoven’s Fifth rounding 
out the evening. Next comes 
everyone’s favorite baritone, 
hunky Thomas Hampson, singing 
American Journey by Charles Ives 
and MTT’s own setting of our 
greatest American poet Walt 
Whitman’s words — Whitman 
Songs. This concert includes the 
Sibelius Seventh. Wow! 

It may be tempting to make a 
virtual laundry list of season 
highlights, but it is safer to rec¬ 
ommend any concert with 
Michael Tilson Thomas on the 
podium for first-time listeners or 
folks with a need to budget their 
arts dollars. There are many re¬ 
turning guest conductors with 


proven track records and wonder¬ 
ful repertoire, but nothing can re¬ 
ally match the sense of occasion 
when MTT is in the house. 

There will be 34 20th-Century 
works, 23 SFS premieres, 12 works 
by American composers, and 11 
works by living composers this 
season. In typical style, Tilson 
Thomas will sandwich in some 
real mavericks: the jazzy Saxo¬ 
phone Concerto by his former 
teacher, Ingolf Dahl, and Giacin- 
to Scelsi’s Konx-Om-Pax as an 
opener for Beethoven’s Ninth. 

I strongly urge those who are 
online, or with access, to visit the 
Symphony’s website, http://www. 
sfsymphony.org. It is fun and in¬ 
formative with details about the 
season, current activities and his¬ 
tory. Tickets can be purchased di¬ 
rectly, and there are program 
notes, seating charts, and even 
snippets of SFS recordings.

IP Symphony season opened 
last Monday to the general public. 
For those who couldn’t make the 
ritual encampment outside the 
box office, take heart, there is still 
time to snap up choice seats for 
the most promising events. Music 
Director Michael Tilson Thomas 
will be entering contract negotia¬ 
tions next year and, while no one 
thinks he is likely to desert his 
post after only five years, there is 
more reason than ever to give him 
added incentive to remain. 

It seems like only yesterday that 
MTT blew into town and injected 
some much-needed energy into an 
increasingly staid institution. His 
predecessor, Herbert Blomstedt, 
brought international attention 
and admiration to the Symphony 
with a series of well-received 
recordings, but regular patrons 
were aging rapidly, and there didn’t 
seem to be much interest from 
younger or first-time attendees. 

Four seasons later, there are 
more and more new faces in the 
audience, and Tilson Thomas 
continues to get plenty of nation¬ 
al and international press. The 
world media envies our luck in 
having such star power in resi¬ 
dence, and the maestro has be¬ 
come as identifiably San Francis¬ 
can as good coffee, old money and 
the layered look. The honeymoon 
continues unabated, and Fall and 
the approaching millennium will 
bring plenty of opportunities for 
music-lovers to share in the cele¬ 
bration at Davies Hall. 

The opening gala of the Sym¬ 
phony’s 88th season will probably 
be sold out, but the interesting 
program will repeat with different 
guest artists.

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It’s the 
music, 
dammit 

I n all the hoopla over the drag-rock 
musical Cyberotica during its first 
run earlier this summer, much was 
made of the cast and characters, but 
precious little was said about the show’s 
main strength: Its rockin’ music. 

Not since this summer’s Hole/Mar- 
ilyn Manson tour have I enjoyed a rock 
concert so much (well, okay, Blue Peri¬ 
od’s David Bowie covers at Slim’s 
rocked my world, and Mickey Hart’s 
Planet Drum kicked ass up in Calav¬ 
eras County). With Peter Fogel on 
guitar, Tim Perdue (both formerly of 
Enrique) on bass, Birdie Bob Watt on 
keyboard, and Dana Ross on drums, 
the music of Cyberotica packs a wallop, 
driving the show’s energy sky high. 

And in this, show, musi¬ 
cianship is the key to suc¬ 
cess. I’m willing to give 
drag performers a lot 
of slack, but I’m a 
stickler when it 
comes to rock ^‘1? 
bands. Had the 
music been less than 
exceptional, the show 
would’ve fallen flat. .> 

It would have been 
just another hag¬ 
gard drag cabaret. 

Fortunately, 
thanks to the ere- 
ative talents of 
Fogel, Perdue, and 
Christian Matthews, 
who composed the 
music, and the 
musical direction 

of Birdie Bob Watt, the show tran¬ 
scends the usual drag-cabaret limita¬ 
tions, wherein instrumentalists tend to 
take a back seat to vocalists, and every¬ 
thing gets upstaged by “glamour.” Here 
the glamour lies in the very concept of 
drag performers singing live rock, 
backed up by a great band. 

And let us not dismiss the vocal tal¬ 
ents of the cast, who collectively and in¬ 
dividually project rock-star qualities, 
wailing and emoting with the best of 
’em. Steven LeMay and Pippi Love¬ 
stocking, in their terrorist duet, exude 
a comic but thrilling menace. Leigh 
Crow sings balls-out. Laurie Bushman 
captures the right note of religious 
zealotry in his/her quest to kill a tranny 
for Jesus. These are folks who know that 
rock music is all about rebellion, and 
having been outcasts all their lives, they 
pack more wallop in their performances 
than a dozen Eddie Vedders. 

While Cyberotica’s Internet-tranny 
tale entertains in the best tradition of 
camp, rousing audiences with clever 
one-liners and slapstick set-ups, what 
really gets the crowd up on its feet, 
shouting, laughing and applauding is 
the rock-solid rock. 

Now let’s see if MTV picks it up. T

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Joyous German jiz boys

T hree sensational new videos 
have arrived from Germany, 
and they reek with enthusi¬ 
astic excess and sex-possessed 
performers. Sex for Sale is raunch 
regular, Berlin Techno Sex is 
raunch high-power, and Authen¬ 
tic Adventures is all-out fetish sex. 
Made by Cazzo Film Berlin and 
distributed in this country by All 
Worlds Video, they are refreshing¬ 
ly different from American-made 
porn not only in the snappy style 
of their crafting, but, most espe¬ 
cially, in the predatory look of the 
guys and the hungry way they 
have sex. These Germans have a 
stripped-down attitude; they em¬ 
body the sex drive, become libido 
personified. They’ve groomed 
themselves for sex the way 
Olympic athletes are groomed for 
competition. Their lean, white 
bodies are taut, and shaved to the 
bone. They sport touches of 
leatherwear and genital-enhanc¬ 
ing jocks, which come off to reveal 
hairless groins circled so tightly 
with leather or chrome that their 
cocks and balls bulge forth as if 
trying to escape. 

Of the three videos, Sex for Sale 
is closest in content to main¬ 
stream porn. It follows the lean, 
hung and sexually insatiable Tris¬ 
tan through what we can only as¬ 
sume is his typical dozen orgasms 
a day. He starts out by telling a 
hung blonde what to do with a 
dildo via a live feed over his com¬ 
puter, continues with a three-way 
during his appointment with a 
photographer and his model, and 


climaxes with a group scene that 
ensues when he picks up a pair of 
hustlers on his way home, and 
they all get tangled up with the 
clerk of the hotel where they stop 
to take a room. 

The video has many high¬ 
lights. I’m enamored of the solid¬ 
ly-cocked blonde who sports with 
the dildo. Upturned upon his 
shoulders, the dildo quivering in 
his ass, he uses both hands to 
pump a load right into his face, 
his tongue catching some choice 
globs. The scene’s cameraman 
charitably adds his load to the 
blonde’s creamy facial. Later, in 
the hotel’s group finale, one of the 
hustlers has a cock so broad that 
lips can barely stretch around it. 
While I struggled to get over this 
sight, the quartet of fuckers im¬ 
petuously concocted a veritable 
pile-up of pluggings. 

Here, as throughout all three 
of the videos, steely shafts refuse 
to soften, and no matter how hard 
they’re smacked around by the 
guys, they look after several or¬ 
gasms as if they might still shatter 
once again. I love the way these 
videos explode with cock. 

Heavy pipe 

Berlin Techno Sex veers into 
kink, as it enacts a dionysian ritu¬ 
al at a disco drenched in cum, 
where dancing works up a sweaty 
delirium that dissolves identity 
into a state of physical ecstasy, and 
the explosion of sex is an irre¬ 
sistible imperative. Away from the 
dance floor, guys seek release in 
the club’s catacomb-like innards. 
They cruise ominously, suck wor- 
shipfully, and fuck exhaustively in 


the labyrinth of a warehouse. 
They piss down on 
open-mouthed worshippers from 
an overhead grid of heavy pipe. 
Swinging from the pipe like acro¬ 
bats, they hook up their legs to ex¬ 
pose yawning assholes for drool¬ 
ing tongues, a dildo, a fat cock. 

All the while, in the club’s 


main room, the revelers dance to 
the soundtrack’s nonstop beat. 
They become aroused, shed their 
clothes, flaunt their hardening 
cocks, copulate in the shadowy 
sidelines. Finally, for the video’s 
climax, Thom Barron (the video’s 
nominal star, and the only per¬ 
former known to Americans)

leads his partner to the middle of 
the dance floor. There, atop a 
raised column that’s lit from with¬ 
in, its beautiful and eerie light 
glinting off the guy’s Prince Al¬ 
bert, and with orgiastic couples 
writhing all around, Barron fists 
the guy, whose prominently up¬ 
turned asshole is a weird and 
magnificent sight, and whose face 
sends out that look of other-, 
worldly ecstasy that only the fisted 
know. 

The not-too-aptly-named Au¬ 
thentic Adventures jettisons the 
throbbing disco beat and the at¬ 
tendant quick editing of Berlin 
Techno Sex for a more threaten¬ 
ing, kinkier sexuality. The video 
evocatively depicts the war games 
played out by a handful of guys 
among the ruins of an abandoned 
factory. It doesn’t much matter 
that you can’t really tell what’s 
going on, as the men take each 
other prisoner, string each other 
up, and provide a variety of fierce 
abuses. Military uniforms, latex, 
gas masks, hoods, handcuffs, 
chains and other restraints are 
prominent. The punishing sex in¬ 
cludes some rough fucking, water 
sports, a groovy fisting that caus¬ 
es the bottom to piss all over him¬ 
self, and for the finale, a gladiato¬ 
rial fight to the finish in a mud pit, 
after which the loser is grittily rav¬ 
aged. It’s altogether rougher than 
Berlin Techno Sex, and even more 
of a fetishist’s delight. 

Don’t worry about being un¬ 
able to understand the dialogue in 
these videos. There isn’t much, 
anyway, and it’s somehow sexier 
for being in German (and, for 
those who do understand, de¬ 
lightfully colloquial). In his fasci¬ 
nating new book about gay iden¬ 
tity, The Elusive Embrace, Daniel 
Mendelsohn muses about the ef¬ 
fect of language on the erotic, and 
notes that German forsakes ro¬ 
mance for sex. Which is exactly 
the point of these seething videos. 

Yet these Germans are unfail¬ 
ingly and deeply connected with 
their partners. Perhaps not in 
love; but theirs is the most sincere 
yet still savage sportfucking I’ve 
seen in a long time. And happy. 
Even in the video’s most intense 
moments, the boys are visibly 
having fun. There’s joy in Berlin’s 
rowdy jiz. ▼

Metamorphose: New Erotic Im¬ 
ages by Greg Day; Janssen 

T he world of gay erotic pho¬ 
tography is not a small one. 
San Francisco is home to 
more than a few photographers 
who specialize in capturing, re¬ 
defining and glorifying the beau¬ 
ties of the male physique, and ex¬ 
amples of their work are easy to 
find. More often than not, howev¬ 
er, these works tend to concen¬ 
trate on youthful beauty, the Ado¬ 
nis, even the ephebe, bathed in 
light and shadow, artfully posed 
to showcase his innocence. This 
tendency has even begun to make 
inroads into the American pop 
culture mainstream — beautiful 
young men are a staple in adver¬ 
tising for such brand names as 
Calvin Klein and, more recently, 
Abercrombie & Fitch. 

The photographs of Greg Day, 
who has lived and worked in San 
Francisco for 20 years, present a 
different contemplation of the 
male form. His work demon¬ 
strates his desire to capture the al¬ 
lure of men of experience. Day’s 
work has appeared in numerous 
books, including AIDS Worlds 
and Uniforms, among others. In 
addition, his photographs have 
been featured in such magazines 
as Project X (published in Paris), 
POS, RFD, Powerplay, Frontiers, 
International Leatherman, Toy and 
others. And he is featured in two

documentaries, Queer Mecca and 
Gay Courage, by German film¬ 
maker Rosa von Praunheim. 

Day’s new book, Metamor¬ 
phose, as the title implies, is a book 
about transformations. The im¬ 
ages in the book, in black-and- 
white as well as color, are varied, 
daring, and real. The first two- 
thirds of the photos are black-and- 
white portraits of gay men, young 
and old, together and at play. 
There’s a quiet power in many of 
these photos, as in the first image 
in the book, “Chico,” pho¬ 
tographed in 1996. It’s the portrait 
of a bald, white-bearded man, 
marked by tattoos, who looks 
paradoxically vulnerable and pow¬ 
erful. Others, such as “Armin,” who 
smiles seductively under a cowboy 
hat, or “Mike,” who poses in un¬ 
derwear behind a halo of cigar 
smoke, are playfully erotic. 

“What I try to do is capture that 
spontaneous moment,” says Day, 


who recently spoke about his work 
from his Twin Peaks apartment. 
“It’s like people who make sculp¬ 
ture out of garbage that they’ve 
found. I’m trying to just capture 
that natural moment that reveals 
something about the person.” 

Men at play 

Day is particularly interested 
in capturing the spontaneity of 
men at play. Several of the images 
in the book chronicle the sexual 
antics of Day’s friends and ac¬ 
quaintances. These involve uni¬ 
forms, leather, S&M, bondage and 
a variety of other gay fetishes. 
“What many of the men in this 
book have in common is a type of 
sexuality that is very unacceptable 
and unconventional, and that is 
fetish sex and leather sex,” says 
Day. “But it has humor in it and is 
caring. It’s not like [what] you see 
in porn. It actually is very tender.” 

The men featured in the book 
also have in common what Day 
refers to as a “survivor” status. 
“Most of the guys in the book are 
long-term HIV-positive sur¬ 
vivors,” says Day. “There are some 
HIV-negative guys in there, but all 
of us are survivors of the emo¬ 
tional and psychological impact of 
the [AIDS] epidemic, and all of us 
have gone through a major trans¬ 
formation from death to life.” 

The book also marks some¬ 
thing of a personal metamorpho¬ 
sis for Day. After testing positive 
for HIV in the mid-1980s, he 
went through a period in which 
he had to back away from his

photographic work. He recollects: 
“I stopped doing my gay erotic 
photography, because of a depres¬ 
sion, really. The men in my pho¬ 
tos, and in my life, were dead and 
dying, and I thought I was going 
to die, and my audience died. So I 
stopped doing that kind of pho¬ 
tography and got an office job.” 
But in 1995, Day began to come 
back to life, personally and artisti¬ 
cally, and he started taking photos 
again. Metamorphose is a result of 
that creative rebirth. 

One of Day’s particular artistic 
concerns is a quest for sponta¬ 
neous, unadorned truth. He 
points out that he does not “pose” 
his models when they’re in front 
of his camera; he simply waits for 
them to reveal themselves to him 
and to the camera. “What my pho¬ 
tography is about is verite style, it’s 
like photojournalism. Even my 
work that looks like it’s been done 
in a studio is all verite. What I’m 
really interested in is the idiosyn¬ 


crasy of the individual person.” 
Day’s photographs bear this out. 
Many of them depict raw, unin¬ 
hibited displays of sexuality, as if 
the subjects have lost all awareness 
of the camera. These are pictures 
of private worlds, of the realm of 
sexual fantasy and play. 

While Metamorphose is billed 
as a collection of “erotic images,” it 
also contains some handsome ex¬ 
amples of landscape photography, 
what Day refers to as the “Carolina 
Lowcountry” photographs. But the 
majority of the images in the book 
present men openly and honestly 
celebrating their bodies and their 
sensuality. When one considers 
that many of these men have lived, 
and continue to live, with HIV, 
these images attain an almost vic¬ 
torious quality. T

Whether Hick was at home 
with ER at the White House or 
traveling around the country as 
part of her job with the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration, 
ER spent hours every night writing 
her 15- and 20-page letters, which 
were intended to serve as a diary 
for Hick to use in a future biogra¬ 
phy of ER (it was Hick who con¬ 
vinced ER to make these daily 
writings into her landmark syndi¬ 
cated newspaper column, “My 
Day”). While only a fraction of 
their correspondence has survived, 
there is plenty of content to suggest 
the true nature of the relationship. 

“If you. look at these letters 


written by two adult women, with 
ER saying, T wish I could lie down 
beside you tonight and take you in 
my arms,’ this is a very erotic 
thing,” says Cook. 

During a long separation, Hick 
once wrote: “Only eight more 
days... Funny how even the dear¬ 
est face will fade away in time. 
Most clearly I remember your 
eyes, with a kind of teasing smile 
in them, and the feeling of that 
soft spot just north-east of the 
corner of your mouth against my 
lips...” 

“I leave it up to the reader,” 
says Cook, “but I do say, ‘Freud 
notwithstanding, a cigar may not 
always be a cigar, but the north¬ 
east corner of your mouth against 
my lips is always the northeast 
corner.’” 

Still, some scholars stubbornly 
insist that ER could not have been 
a lesbian. After all, she gave birth 
to six children. And the times were 


different then, they say. It wasn’t 
unusual for women to write lov¬ 
ingly to each other. 

“It really is a measure of the 
hate that’s out there,” says Cook of 
the controversy. “There was a 
woman who came over to me at 
an event at Lincoln Center several 
years ago, a fundraiser for the 
beautiful new statue of ER in New 
York. This woman said, ‘Oh, are 
you that disgusting woman that 
wrote that ER was a lesbian?’ I 
said, ‘Have you read the book?’ 
She said, ‘No, I wouldn’t read it. I 
wouldn’t touch it.’ This was a 
woman who writes about ER and 
who is a human rights activist! 
This is the level of hate and con¬ 
tempt for gay people. Folks could¬ 
n’t talk this way any longer about 
Jews or about people of color, but 
it’s OK to talk about lesbians this 
way. I was really sickened.” 

Cook recently celebrated her 
thirtieth anniversary with partner

This piece is 
scrumptiously orchestral, and the 
digital stereo reveals every nuance 
of Ravel’s magical scoring. 
L’Heure Espagnole is not as elegant 
as L’Enfant, but its sex farce an¬ 
tecedents (Feydeau lurks in every 
grandfather clock) lend it to 
gramophone listening. Again, the 
performance ranges from raucous 
to radiant. I guess French opera is 
not in such a bad way, after all. ▼

“We left our husbands for each 
other,” says Cook. “We’re both 
workaholics, and that, I think, has 
enabled us to stay together and be 
happy as long as we have.” 

As a college student in 1961, 
Cook was fortunate enough to 
have a number of personal en¬ 
counters with the woman who 
would become the focus of her 
life’s work. 

“I was president of the student 
government of Hunter College, 
and ER was still an advisor to stu¬ 
dent activists,” says Cook. “She en¬ 
couraged us to support the civil 
rights movement and to be active, 
which we did — Hunter took a 
bus down to North Carolina, and 
we took part in sit-ins. She was a 


very big part of what galvanized 
student activism.” 

Just a year before her death at 
age 78, ER made several speaking 
appearances at Hunter during 
Cook’s tenure as head of student 
government. 

“When she walked into the 
room, she had so much energy — 
she just lit up the room,” says 
Cook. “She was an amazing 
woman, and she was really never 
aware of how truly remarkable she 
was. A friend who traveled with 
her for the United Nations tells a 
story about how once when they 
were landing in a small town in 
Missouri or Kansas or some¬ 
where, ER looked out the airplane 
window and there was a red car¬ 
pet laid down. In complete seri¬ 
ousness, ER said, ‘Oh look, there 
must be someone important on 
the plane.’” T
